as S innaturall things the Head being cue - 
', Off, the reſt cannot be calleda Body : 
- no more can in Politicke thingsa Mut. 
titade or Communality without a 
head be Incorporate, Whereupon the 
Philoſopher, 1 Politicornms ſaith, That 
whenſocuer of many is made one, one amongſt them 
muſt gouerne, and the reſt be goucrned, Therefore a 
people dcfiring to liue in ſociety together, and willing 
tocreR either-a Kingdome, or ather Poliricke Body, 
mutt of neceſsity chuſe one to gouerne that Body. Who 
in a Kingdome of Regende, is called Rex, And ſo by 
the pcople is cſtabiſhed a Kingdome, which pouern.. - 
ment is abſolutely the beſt, AnJas the Head of the 
Phyſtcall-Body cannot change the veines and finew es 
thercof,nor deny the Members of their proper ſtrength 
and neceflary nurriture: no more cana King-( who is 
head ofthe Pglliricke Body. ) alter or change the lawes”, 
of that body, orrike from the people their goods or 
ſubſtance againſt their wils, For a King is choſen to - 
mainetainethe Lawes of his Subic&s., and to defend 
their bodies and goods. So Brute arriuing in this Hand

: nt, Which hach for the moſt part continued 
euer ſince , forrhough we haue had many changes, as 
Faſt the Roawansſub the Brittatnes; then the Brie 
taines entring againe zthenthe Saxos,thenthe Dares, 
then the Saxon: againe, andlafily the Norman: : yet in 
the time of all theſe Nations, and during their raignes, 
the Kingdome was, for the moſ part gouerned' inthe 
ſame manner that it is now. Pletarke ſaith, that at firſt 
all chat gouerned were called. Tyrants, but afterward 
the good Gouernnours called Kings,and the enill Go- 
uernours Tyrants : for in the beginning,ſome men co- 
vetous of honour and glory,did by their ſtrength force 
the peopletoobey them, and to ſubie& themſclues to 
their lawes at their pleaſure , and ſo eſtabliſhed one- 
ly a Regall government, which done by force, and go. 
uernedagainſt all rightand reaſon by rigour, was ac. 
counted tyrannicall. For rheugh a man by torce doe 
ſubdueGitics and Countries, yet he ought to rule ac- 
cording to reaſon ; and if he know God according ts 
the Law of God. But when he is choſen, or admite . 
ted King by the people, and hath his power from 
them,he may not ſubicQ the people to any other pow- 
ecr,yethehatha great and large prerogatiue, which he 
may vſc athis pleaſure. 

And here I thought not amifle to ſee downe ſomg 
few Lawces and Cuſtomesof other Common. wealths, 
wherby their good gouernment and life may appeare, 
they not being Chriſtians. |

not to Command, butroobey : not ro ſpeake much, 
much, but to keepe lilence ; not to be contentious, but 
to be kumble, notto get much, but to content our 
ſclucs with alittle : not rorcuenge our harmes, butts 
pardon iniuries : not to take from others, but to gine 
our owne; not tetake care to be honeured, but tola. 
beur to be vertuous: Laſtly, we learne todeſpiſe that 
which others loue, and to louc that which others de.

Jantas,Generall of the Lacedemonians,receiued 500 ta-

the doores of the Temple to be nayled vp, and ſo there 
mad: him dye of famine , then his mother tooke his

contrary to Law : but they ſhould firlt aduertife him 
thereof: The Etmperour 7uſtinian likewiſe comman- 
ded the Lawyers to be ſworne that they ſhould not 
plcad inaneuill and vniuſt cauſe. The like Law was 
made inthe ninth Parliament offawes the firſt , King. 
of Scotland,thar all Counſellours and Aduocates, be- 
fore they plead any temporall cauſe, ſhould take oath. 
and fwearc thar they thinke the cauſe to be good they 
plead. Lew: the n:nth, King of France, was 2 iv and 
vertyous Prince , toning the good; and punifbing the 
wicked.and wasa Capitall enemy toſutes, comman- 
ding the iudges to doe ſpeedy luſtice,ſo thar futes then.

wealth. One of the lawes of the Knights of the Band 
in Spaize was;that if any of them broke his promiſe,or 
falſified his word, he went alone by himſclfe,& no body 
ſpoke to him,nor he toany- And the Romans had great 
care alyayes to performerheir word ; infomuch, es

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money to pay their Souldiers, andto maintaine their 
Armics,thought it better ro ſpend. the gaods of the 
Common-wealth,then not topay the Souldiers their 
wages : ſaying.iftheCommon.wealth be not ypheld 
by taith and keeping of promiſe, it will not be vpheld. 
by riches. Andart another time, becauſe they could 
not ayde the Sagunzxes, according to promite in due 
time ( they being belicged,and for want of ayde, (poy- 
led by Hanibal ) didnot onely build vp their City a-- 

aine, bur after this made warre in-Spaine for reuenge, . 
y the ſpace of 14 yeares, In which time they ſubdu- 

ed che T wrditanes,( whobrought Haribalinto Spine) 
and madethem pay tribute tothe Sagnntines, and cha. 
ſed out ofall Spaize, the Carthagenians, and reſtored all : 
the Syguntines that. were either imprifoned or fled. . 
Scipio making warrein efricaagaink the (arthage. 
ni4ns,granted them Trucefor a time. thatrthey might - 
ſend Ambaſſadoursto Rowe,to treate of Peace, but be- 
fore the Ambafladors returned from Rowe, ed/arubal 

| ſpoyled 230 ſhippes of the Rowars, whereupon Scipio 
ſent to Carthags,to aduertiſe them of the breach of che 
Truce;z but his Ambaſſadours could not be heard, bur : 
werethreatned by the people.. Soone atrer, the Am. 
baſſadours of {arthage, returning home from Rome, . 
came through the Campe of Sc:p:0, who ſent for them, 
and told them,that though Carrbage had broken the ' 
Truce and law of Artes, yet would not he breake the 
cuſtome of the Romans which was toobſeruethe pub.. - 
like faith,and ſo let thera paſſe, Intixe Ceſar likewiſe 
kept faith and promiſe alwayes with his caemies, . 
though they broke with him. The Emperour Vers, 
({ucceediug Domwitian inthe Empire, who had put to - 
death diucrs of the Senators ) did promiſe that hee - 
would put to death any Seautor : which greatly plea. - 
ſed all the Senate. Soone- attet-ſome of the Senators : 
conſpired againit him; which diſcoucred, he would !

not put them to death, becauſe of his prothiſe, 
Tik: Emperour Auguſtus, haning made Proclamari. 
.0n to giue 25000 crownes to him that ſhould rake 
Crocotas , Caprtaine of the Thoeues in Spare, called 
Bendelerss : (rocot as offered himſelfe tothe Emperour, 
and demgunded the money promiſed by kim. The 
Emperour,for performance of his word, did not oncly 
giue him the money, but his pardon alla, Sextu Pow 
peyus having warres with eAntonins the T riumuir,and 
meetinghim vpon a treaty of Peace, andthereupon in. 
uviting ofhim roſupper (giuing him his faith for his aſ- 
ſurance and ſafty) was moued by fome todetaine him 
priſoncr : buthe anſwered, thar to be the Emperour 
of the world, he would not falfific hisfaith. Licurgas, 
brother to Poledefies,King of Lacedemonia,hauing pro. 
miles fidelity to the King , refuſed the offer of rhe 
Queene, who being left great with child , offered to 
deſtroy it, and to make him King, ifhe would marry 
her. But he,like a faithfull brother , proclaimed her 
ſonne King,ſo ſoone as he was borne, gouerning onely 
during his minority, choſen thereunto by -_- Eo 
Ferdinasdo,brother to Herry the third, King of Cafts x 
being left Tutor tothe Kings ſonne, was vrged by the 
three Eſtates of Cafts/e, to take the Crownehimſelfe, 
but herefaſed it,ſaying: He wonldneuer be falſe, ci. 
ther to his brotherdead, or his brother living, to 
whom hee fiad pramiſcd fidelity... And.as theſe and 
many moe, arc famous for their fidelity and perfor- 
manceof their word 1 ſoa number are infamous by 
their perfidiouſnefe and breach of their word. For 
Plutarch ſaith, that eAlexonder om , canſingcer- 
tains /ndian Souldicrs to be killed,(after they had yeel 
ded theraſclues to him vpon his word)(petted and 
ſtained the renowne ofall his glorious cſts, and 
royal vertucs. Henmball neucr kept his word ner fairh 
with any,but toſcrue his owne turne. Therefore 4 x- 
ri0c bu; King of Syrea,(to whomhe tet" b 7 
C1pto 


Scipse )rmade no account of him. And he going from 
thenceta Pruſias. King of Bithynee,oncas perhidious as 
himſelfe, for that he meant to hauedeliucred himto 
LQuymixs, Generall of the Romans, Whereof Faunibal 
vnderſtanding, poyſoned himlſelfe. Siphax, King of 
Numidia, by breaking his word with Scipio, loſt his 
Kingdome and litein captiuity, Prolomens , King of 
Egypr,hauing promiſed (afety to Powpey( whofled yn. 
tohim,oncrchrowne by Ce/ar) notwithſtanding pur 
him todeath, and ſent his head to Ceſar, whichhere. 
faſced toſee, and wept for ſorrow, and commanded 
chem that brought it tobe put rodeath. Shortly after, 
{ «ſar aſsifted Cleoparre, killed Prolomens her brother, 
and made her Queene of Egypt. Alfonſas, ſonneto 
Ferdinande,King of Naples,vnder thepromiſe and ſafe. 
eard efhis father,got tocome to him, foure and twen- 
ty Princes and Barons, who notwithſtanding his pro. 
IO in priſon, aad vpon the death of his fa- 
ther (being foure and twenty yeares after ) put them 
all ro death. Charles the ſeuenth, King of France, when 
he was Dolphin, made 7obu Duke of Zurgnxdy belceue 
that he would make a peace with him: whereupen 
they met ata place appointed, where Charles cauſed 
the Duke to be preſently killed, But (harles,after this, 
wearicd with the warres, Pbi/lsp, ſonne to the Duke, 
made againſt him: and of the ſubic&ion Englevd 
bronght Fravce into, by this opportunity, did recon- 
cilc himſclfero Phillip,and asked him forgiuneſſe open- 
ly by his Ambaſſadoars, Charles the laſt, Duke of Buy. 
gx»dy, hauing giaenſafe conduQto the Barle of Saint 
Pax/,Conſable of France,tooke him priſoner, and de. 
liuered him tothe French King, who puthim co death, 
But S»ltar Solimay, the great Tarke, did worthily py. 
niſh his B-ſcha,for falfifyinghis word, who ſent into 
. Valona,to paſle into rely, landedar the Hauen of (- 
ftro,where theInhabitants being aſtoniſhed . yeelded 
yatohim vpon his word and fidelity, that they ſhould 
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depart with bag and baggage: neuertheleſſe, he flew 
them all,cxcept thoſe that were fit to ſcrue for ſlaues, 
But he returning to Conſtantinople, Sultan cauſed him to 
be ſtrangled for his diſloyalty and perfidiouſneſle , and 
ſent backe all the priſoners with their goods into /raly, 
Thus you may ſce how honourable it is for one to keep 
their word , and what they deſerue that falſific their 
faith : for a faithleſſe Prince is beloued of none, but 
hated of all,ſuſpe&ed of his friends , not truſted of his 
enemies,and forſaken of all men in his greateſt neceſ- 
lity,

Rant in his AR, Firſt, to aduiſe well before hee re- 

. folue, bur after, reſolution to be conſtant, and not 
changeable: For Saint Ambroſe, writing to Simplicias , 
ſaith : that a foole is mooueable as the wind: but a 
wiſe man is not aſtoniſhed by feare , nor changedby force, 
nor ſunke by ſorrow, nor proud by proſperity. The Romans 
beſieged Cafſelix , Fabiu would hane giuen ouer the 
fiege,but Marcelns perſwaded him to the cotrary,ſay- 
ing: that as there are many things a good Captaine 
ought not to attempt, ſo ought henor to defilt or giue 
oucr an enterpriſc once begun and taken in hand, Ber- 
trand de Gueſclin, a Frenchman, ſeruing Henry, againſt 
Peter,King of Spaine, was by the Prince of Wales taken 
priſoner, and Peter by this viRory, reſtored to his 
Kingdome, ThePrince offered to giue Bertrand his 
l:berty without ranſome,ſo he would ſerue Henry no 
more, which herefuſed, becauſe Peter had murthered 
the Queene his wife, Blanche de Burbor, and married a 
Sarizen kings daughter, the better to ſtrengthen him- 
ſelfe and haJ renounced the Catholicke faith. Then 
the Prince asked him whither he would goc if he were 
at liberty ; he ſaid, where he would ſoone —_ -4 
one, 
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loſe, and deſired the Prince to aske him no further; 
Well,faid the Prince,conſider what ranſome you will 

iue me,for I referre it to your ſelfe. With thankes he 
Bid, he would giue him 100008doubles of gold. The 
Pcince thought he mocked him offering him ſo much, 
and ſaid he would take the fourth part, I thanke you 
ſaid Bertrand, and you ſhall haue 60060 doubles wil. 
lingly. Ofwhich the Prince accepted. Then ſaid Bey- 
trazd,very conſtantly and confidently, Henry may now 
ſay and brag,that he ſhall die King of Spaine, for I will 
Crowne him,whatſocuer it coſt me, The Prince was 
aſtoniſhed at his ſo haughty ſpeeches, yer vſed him very 
honourably, and gaue him hisliberty, whereupon hee 
paid his ranſome , by the helpe of the King of France, 
and of Henry of Spaine. And after fiue battels, tooke 
Peterpriſoner,puthimrto death, and made Henry King, 
The Priuernates warring againk the Rowans , and not 
able to reſiſt their forces, ſent their Ambaſſadours to 
Rome,to demand peace: but becauſe they had not ob- 
ſcrued the Treatics of Peace before time,ſome thought 
it not fit to yeeld totheir demand, and to conclude a 
Peace with thoſe that would not keepeit, Whereup- 
on the AmbaſſaJours were asked, what puniſhment 
they had (io their iudgement) deſerued for breaking 
the Peace before. To which one of the Ambaſſadours 
anſwered, that the Priuernates had deſerued the ph. 
niſhment which thoſe deſcrue, that thinke themſclues 
worthy of freedome and liberty , and hateſlauery and 
bondage. 

Some thought thisanſwer too proudand perempto. 
ry for men oucrcome : neuerthelefſe they were asked 
againe , if that they being pardoned for their former 
breach of peace, would fro thenceforth keep the Peace 
| granted them; to whichthe Ambaſſadours anſwered 

againe very conſtantly, that if they gaue them a good 
peace,they weuld faithfully and perpetually keepeit : 
but if they gaue them an euill peace, it ſhould not long 
C2 continue. 
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-contirme. Vpon this anſwer, divers of the Senate 
were moued,bur the greateſt part did not condemne 
them for this conſtant and reſoiute avſwer, confide- 
ring that the Ambaſladour ſpake as a freeman and that 
eucry one in bondage will ſeeke for liberty,therefore it 
was.cancluded that the Priuernates ſhould have ſuch 
a peace, as they ſhould be admitted and received for 
Citizensof Rewe,and enioy the ſame liberty and-pri. 
uiledge as the City of Rowe did, | 

eAgzge:, King of the Cretians, about to gius battell 
to the Licaonians,his Captaines told him that hisence= 
mies were too great in number, but he not fearedther. 
with, norany thing changed, aid, that he that would 
raigne ouer many, muſt fight with many, Leonidas 
likewiſe,ſonne to eAvaxeardridas, whenhis men told 
him fighting in barttell,thatthe Arrowes of his enemics 
were ſo many asthey covered the Sunne, was not dil- 
maid thereby but conſtantly continuing his fight, (aid, 
rhen ſhall we fight vnder their ſhadow. And thegrear 
Prince Bias,falling by chance in the danger of his ene. 
mies,the Athenians and being asked of his Captaines, 
what they ſhould do, he ſeeing their feare and-incon- 
| flancy, was not moned,but anſwered ,that they ſhould 
reportto the liuing, that he dyed figthing, andhee 
wouldreportrtothe dead, thar they went away flying. 
Fcipio, though hee got the viRory againſt Antiochns + _ 
yet was he notchanged,butpaue him the ſame condi- 
tion of peace he had offered him before the viRory. 
Spurins Serxilius , Conſull, being accuſed before the 
people for the fame matrer, for which they had con- 
d:mned Menemins, his fellow Conſull, (whothrough 
gricfe thereupon dyed) was ofthar conftancy and cou. 
rage,as he freed himſelfe, and condemned the people 
fos their procceding againſt Afexemins, Perſes, King 
of Macedonia, who ouerthrone by Paulas Emvilins, the 
Roman Captaine, wasbrought before him priſoner, 

Emilias did riſcout of his ſeat , to receiue.and honour 
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him 8s 2 great Prince falneintothat miſery by thehaz.. 
zard of Fortune. But Perſes,not conſtant in magna- 
nimity, caft himſelfeart his feet ypon the ground , v- 
{ing ſuch baſe and abie&-requeſts , vnſceming for a 
King,as Emilins ſaid tohims Alas poore man thou diſ. 
chargeſt fortune, and chargelt thy ſelfe, vnworthy of 
that honour thou haſt had before, being ſo baſe min. 

_ ded, which hath made thee an vnaworthy aduerſary of 
the Romans. Bur Crefſus, King of the Lydians, being to 
be put to death by Cyr«r , ſhewed ſuchconſtancy and 
mtbintes Grmmnabeing Solon ) as (,yras forgaue him : 
reſtored him, and made him one of his chicteſt Coun- 
ſellours. And Pelepidas,priſoncr in thehands of lex. 
eander, King of the Phocsans, ſent him word that he 
- ——_ why he puthis Citizens todeath , and nor. 

im. 

The Tyrant wondringathis greatconſtancy,  aske4 
why he made ſuch haſte todyc, Totheend (ſaid he) 
that thou being yet more haced of God and man, then 
thou art,may the ſooner be deſtroyed. Leana,priuy ra 
the conſpiracy of Hermodins and Ariftogiton , with 0. 
thers, againſtthe Tyrantof- 4:hens, would neuer con- 
fefſe, nor accuſeany,. but bir of her tongue, . and ſpit. in 
the Tyrants face.. — of..which conſtancy, . 
and ſecrecy,they creed a Lyonefle ot brafſe withour a - 
nA theentry ofthe Caſtle. Zenolikewiſe difco- 
uered for __ the death of Diomedes the Ty- 
rant, accuſed the Tyrants beſt friends, to make him 
more afraid,and-faining totel him ſome thing of them. 
inhisearc,he bitoff hisnoſe. Then-being bearen in 2 
morter, to make him confeſſe, he bt off. his owne. 
tongue(with a fingular conſtancy ) becauſehee ſhou'd : 
accuſe no body. Anaxagoras the Philoſoher did the 
lke. A Prince therefore ſhould be conſtant, and pre. 
pared for all fortunes. . For Seneca ſaith, that as acun-. 
ning workman can fafhionan 1mage of any kinde-oE; 
eaatter ; ſoawiſe.man ſhoul] be conſtant, and take in. 
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part all kinde of fortune : For (ſaith hee) as fire 
rryeth gold, ſo doth adurrſity and crofſe fortune, a man of 


velour .

T is neceflary thata Prince ſhould .vſe great ſecreſic 

inall his aRions : for Yaleri«s aith , that ſecreſie is 
the beſt and ſureſt bond, for by it great matters may be 
wrought, and without it Princes delignements eafily 
croſſed. Therefore the Frenchman hath a prouerbe, ſay. 
ing, Que ta chemiſene ſache ta guyſe. Let not thy ſhire 
know thy ſecret. Peter, K.of Arragon,being asked whar 
he would do with agreat Nauy he had prepared, (with 
which afterward he recouere > the French) 
ſaid,that if he thought his ſhirt did know it, he would 
burne it. Hannibal Bying from Neron, Neronleft his 
Army neere vnto him,and went himſelfe ſecretly with 
a reaſonable force to ioyne with Lixixs againſt 4/ar,. 
bal,whoſe Army they overthrew,killed him, & 56000 
of hismen,and tooke priſoners 5400. Which done, 
Neron was returned tohis Campe againe, before hee 
was knowne to be abſent, At another time the Ro. 
mans ved ſuch ſecreſie, as King Eumenes demaunding 
ofthem aide againſt King Perſexs,it was neuer known 
what was demanded, nor what was anſwered , be. 
forethe warre was ended whichthe Romans made at 
his requeſt. The Kings of Perſia puniſhed to death 
thoſe that diſcoucred any thing determined vpon in 
counſell. And in Darian, a place in the /zdies, they 
will neuerdiſcouer any ſecret, eſpecialy the ſpies, for 
what torment ſocuer. Both Leena and Zeno , before 
mentioned, were greatly commended for their ſecre. 
 fie,as well as fortheir conſtancy. Alexander Magnys, 
reading a letter of great ſecreſie, one Epheſtion being in 
principall fauour with him, preſumed to looke on, and 
to reade itallo, Alexander would not debarre him, 
but 
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bur the letter being read, tookehis Ring, and with it 
ſealed Epheſtions mouth, ſaying, that hee who would 
charge himſelfe with another mans ſecret, ought to 
haue his mouth cloſe, andſealed, King Ly/imachus 
greatly fauouring Philipides , bid him aske what hee 
would,and it ſhould be granted him. Philipides (aid, I 
will accept of any fauour you will beſtow of mee, ſo 
you commit not your ſecret tome: thinking it fitteſt 
for a King to keepe his ſecret tohimlſelfe , and the ſa. 
feſt for another not to know it, Sohad it been happy 
for Fulaio,if he had neuer knowne the Emperours ſe. 
crets,for the Emperor O##ausan committing a ſecret to 
him,hediſcouered it to his wife , whereof the Empe- 
rour gettingnotice, was offended with him. ZFx/xio 
vaderſtanding thereof, and in deſpaire of the Empe. 
rours fauour,rold his wifethat he would kill himſelfe. 
You haue reaſon, ſaid ſhe, ſeeing inſo many yeeres you 
haue not knowne my imperfe&ion,or if you did know 
it,totruſt it : but though the fault be yours , yet willI 
be firſt puniſhed, and ſo killed her ſelfe : then Fulxio did 
thelike, The Poets fained T antalus to be in hell, hauing 
about him water, & the fruits hedeſfired toeat, which 
as he offered to take, fled from him alwayes : and this 
was his puniſhment, for reucaling that which was by 
the gods determined in Counſell, They feigned like- 
wiſe S;/iphxs to be inlikeſort puniſhed in Hell, for the 
ſame offence, carrying a ſtone vpon his ſhoulders vpa 
hill,and comming to the top,the ſtone alwayes fallerh 
from him downe againe,which hereturnethto fetch, 
and (0 neuer reſteth, Therefore Seneca faith, that a 
Counſcllour ought to ſpeake much to himſelfe,burlit- 
tle to others, for feare of diſcoucring any ſecret. So 
that ſecreſie is moſt requiſite, both ina Prince, and in 
his Counſcllours.

Iberality is ao necefiary and moſt commendable 
Lis 2 Prince,for itis the bond to oblige all men to 
him, both friends and foes: for which vertuc the 
'Emperour 7:t#s was moſt commended, who labourcd 
by liberality to deface the report againſt his father for 
"his couctotſnefle, and alwayesſaid, that a man ought 
notto goe away (ad from the face of a Prince, And 
remembring one night that he had ſhewed ne liberali» 
ty that day towards any, ſighed, ſaying : my friends I 
haue loſt this day. Nabuchodoneſor kept bookes wher- 
inhe commandedto be writren , the ſernice which 
eucry one did him,torhe end he might reward them. 
Alexander eHagnus going to the Conqueſt of 4ſ;a, 
gaue moſt of his lining and Kingdome to his Ca 
taines, reſcruing hope to himſelfe, And hee being m 
Zgypt,a poore manasked himſomething towards the 
marriage of his daughters. eAlexnder gaue hima 
City very populous and rich. Sir, ſaid the poore man, 
you miſtake me,or ynderſtand me not. No, ſaid 7. 
lexander,butknow, thoughthou be poore Biantius in 
asking, that I am Alexander in giving. Iulms Ceſar, 
before the Ciuill warre, was ſo liberall to get fauour 
and loue of the people, as he grew thereby 7 50000 
Crownes in debt, Cato;forall the Townes he wonne 
in Spaine,did neuer take any thing for himſclfe, bur 
gaue all amongſt his Souldiers,ſayimg : thata Captaino 
ought not to ſceke any thing in his charge, but honour 
and glory, Scipio Africenus wasſoliberall, ashe con- 
temned riches, for in fifty foure yeeres that he lincd,he 
6idnener buy norſell any thing, nor made any buil- 
ding, ncither was there found in his houſe after his 
death, aboue thirty three pound weight of plate, 
Marcxs Carins,Conſull , who had thrice criurpphed 
was of the like diſpoſition, for all poſſeſsionshe 

Was 


'wasbuta little meane houſe in the Conntrey where he 
lined for the moſt part, when publike affaires did per- 
mit him, labouring and tylling that little gronnd hee 
had himfelfe. And whencertaine Embaſſadours were 
ſent to viſitehim , they found him drefsing a Raddiſh 
for his ſupper. And they preſcnting him a great ſumme 
of money trom the Commonalty;he refuſed it ſaying : 
he held it farre more honourable to command them 
that had gold, then to have it !umſclfe. Lurine Quin- 
tixs did the like for after he had been DiRator and tri. 
umphed with greater permpe then euer did any before 
him,yet returned he to his poore houſe againe , refu- 
fing alll\uingand riches the Senate offered him. For 
riches and treaſure is buta clog, anda heauy burthen 
toa wiſe man: which made all rhe Philoſophers ta 
contemne wealth. For Plats ſaith, he that honoureth 
riches, deſ{piſetly wiſedome. - Policrates beſtowed fiuc 
Talentsforagifr, vpon one Anacreon, whofortwo 
nightsafter , was ſotroubled withcare how to keepe 
them, and how to beſtow them, as he carried them 
backe againe to Policrater ſaying: they werenor worth 
the paines which he had already taken for them. There- 
forea Prince ſhould nor care how to lay vp, but how 
tolay out with honour and wiſedoame. For the liberall 
perſon ſhall bae plenty faith Salomon, Prou-1T, 
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eA Prince not tobe couttouss 


Nd as by liberality a Prince may attaine to great 
honour : ſo by couctouſnefſe he may bring him. 

ſelte to veter deſtruRion. Forthe Emperour Pertinax 
'Wasa very goodand yertuous Prince, ſauing that he 
wasextremecouetous and miſerable ; inſomuch that 
wheras he ſhould haue rewarded the men of War,who 
did aduance him tothe Empire, he took penſionsfrom 
digers ofthem, which Tr444» his Predeceſſor, had gi- 
nen them, tor which,and for his miſerableneſſe, he was 
D killed 


killed by his Souldiers. .So was likewiſe eAlexandey 

Seuerus and his motheraiſo, forthe ſame vice. As in- 
l;ke manner were the Emperour Galbs, and the Empe. 
rour Mauricize, And the Emperour Thoca by hismi- 
ſery was the ruine and diſsipating of the Kowan Em- 
pire,for in his time there fell from the Empire, Fraxce, 
Germany, me the greateſt part of /taly, Eſclanonis, 
the greateſt part of Africa, Armenia, Arabia, Macedo. 
via,Thracia, Aſſyria, Meſopotamia, Egypt, and many 0- 
ther Cauntrics. -. Lews the 11,King of France, was [0 
miſerable,as he was contemned of all Scrangers , and 
cauſed rebcliion-in his own Countrey,for he put away- 
all the Gentlemen of his houſhold, and vſed his Tay- 
lor for his Heranld of Armes, his Barber for his Ambaſl- 
ſadour, and his Phyfitian for his Chancellour, and in 
derifionofother Kings , he wore a greaſie hat of the 
courſeſt Wooll, and in his Chamber of accounts, ina . 
bill was ſet downe 20 Souz for a paire of fleeues to his 
old doublet, and 1 5 Denicersfor greaſe to his Bootes. 
He increaſed the charge ypon his SubicRs, three milli.. . 
onsmorethen any of his P:edeceffors had done ; For 
which he was mightily hated. Calipha, King of Perſia, 
hauing filleda Tower withSiluer,Gold, lewels,& pre. 
cious ſtoncs,and betngin Warre with Allan, King of 
the T artarians, was ſo cuill ſuccoured by his owne peo» 
people, becauſe he was ſo miſerable, and would nor - 
giuethem their pay,as he wasraken inhis owne City, . 
and by Alla»us committed to priſon , in the foreſaid 
Tower, who ſaid vnto him: if thou hadſt not kept 
this Treaſure ſo couctouſly, but hadſt diſtributed it a. 
mongf thy Souldiers, thou mighteſt have preſerued 
thy {elfe,and thy City: now therefore enioy 1t at thine 
eaſe, andeate,and drinke thy fill,ſceing thou haſt loued: : 
ir.ſo well, And ſo let him dic in the mid-£citothis -

Wo 4 it be not good thar a Prince ſhould be too 
greata Scholler , yet it isneceflary that he ſhould 
hauc tome learning: for Plato ſaith, that neither can 
: ignorant men, nor thoſe that ſpend all their life in ſtu. 
dy, goucrne 8 Common-wealth. For preat learned 
men are perplexed to reſolue. vpon affaires, ma. 
king many doubts, full of reſpe&s and imaginati. 
ons The City therefore of Norenberg, didnot admit 
any great learncd man into their Counſell, but had 
ſome notable learned men , with whom they did con- 
ferre,ypon any doubt thar might ariſe in the Counſcll. 
The Yr/ins likew:fcin /raly, would never permit any 
learned. man to goucrne their Common.wealth. Yet 
Secrate;(aith , That wit w:thour learning, islike toa 
-tree without fruit It is requiſite therefore , that both 
"the Prince,and his goucrnoars ſhould be learned , as 
. well the better to vnderſtand-their duties towards 
God , the Lawes of theRealme, the gouernment of 
other Commen.wealthes,and their Ambafſadours,and 
the Art of Strartagems of Warre. And a Prince ſhould 
nouriſh and cheriſh all learning for rheattaining of all 
Arts and knowledge. And tothat end Prolemers, King 
of Egypt, made a moſt famous Library in Alexandria, 
of 200000 Volumnes.

By; aboue all things, Religion is moſt requiſite in a 
I) Prince, that he be carcfull to ſeruedailythe King 
ofKings, who will proſper him on his Kingdome in 
earth,{o he ſeekes the Kingdome of heauen, which hee 
muſt firſt ſceke for, asappeareth, Matrh.'6. And in 
Deut.17.2 King iscommanded, after he be placed in 


his Kingdome,toreade the Denteronemy, that hemay

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learne tofecare God,and to keepe his words and Cere. 
monies which are written in the Law, ſodoing, a 
Prince ſhall proſper, for Salomon ſaith: God preſeructh 
the ſtare of the right eoug.and is a ſhield to them that Walks 
vprightly,Prou.chap. 2.T ruſt therefore((aith he againe, 
Pro.crbes, chapter 3. ). in God with all thine heart, 
and leane not to thive oWne Wiſedome, So lacob, Moſes, 
He7ekiah, and EliFeus, did notrruit in themlclues, 
but onely by their, prayers and truſt.in G O D pre. 
uailed againſt their enemies. And King Danid,though 
he laboured by humane diligence to defend himſclſca. 
gainſt Abſelon, yet eſpecially ſought to.mone God to 
mercy,by prayer,2. Reg. 15, The Emperour. Marcus 
Antonins, being in Almany with his Army, was inclo. 
ſed in a dry Countrey, by his enemies, who ſtopped all 
the paſlages,that he & his Army werelike to periſh. for 
want of water. TheEmperors Lieutenant ſceinghim ſo 
diſtreſſed, told him,that-he had hard, that the Chriltias 
could obtaine any thing of their God by their Prayers. 
Whereupon the Emperour having a Legionof Chriſti. 
ans in his Army,deſired them to pray totheir God for 
his andthe Armies delwery out of that danger, Which 
they preſently did, and incontinent, a great thunder 
fell amongt the enemics,and abundance of water vp. 
on the Romans, wherby their thirſt was quenched, and 
the enemy ouerthrowne without any fight, Butpray- 
er will not auaile euery Chriſtian, vnleſlc he walke vp- 
rightly, for God wil not heare the prayers of theſe that 
lye and wallow in finue, asappeareth 7oh.9. And Da- 
id ſaith, Pſal. 65. 7f f finde imquity-in my heart, the 
Lord will not heare me. And God ſaith , when you ſhall © 
extend and lift vp your hands, I will turne mine eyes from 
you, and when you ſhall multiply your prayers, 1 willnat 
heare you, for your hands are fall, of bloud, Iſaias, chap.1., 


Therefore if amanbe in wicked or bloudy ſire, his .

F behoueth therefore.a Prince.to be vertuous.and to 

hauc ſpeciall care that he put not his hand in jnno- 
cent blood, neither by tyranny, malice,ambirion, polli. 
cy,or ypon falſe reports and informations. For, tobe 
a Tyrant, is odious to Godand man, and tobring him... 
ſclfe toan cuill end. Asthe Emperour Nero, who af- 
ter he had put ta death his mother .{4grippina,his wife 
Oftauiz,his brother Brittarnicu,and his Maſter Sencce. 
Befides many others,being proclaimed an enemy to rhe 
Common-wealth, conld get no body tokillhim, but 


was glad tokill him(elfe,ſay ing. wrpitp vixi, o thr - 
pics morior , The Emperour Gains Caligyla, amongſt 
other histyrannies, cauſed at his dinner and ſupper or- 
dinarily,one to cut off befarc him the heads of poore 
riſoners, wherein he tooke great plcaſure : in theend.: 
hehimſclte was killed by his: men, who conſpired a. 
gainſthim. Nb the Tyrant, who vſurped the go- 
nernment of the Lacedemonians, lent forcighty of their 
yong Princes, and wichout any canſe put them allto 
dearh. And ſhortly after, A/examenes, vnder pretence 
roſeruchim, with ſame company, ſuddenly ſtrucke 
him off from his horſe, and killed him, And as theſe 
tyrants had their iuſtrewards,ſo all others had the like 
meaſure. And for their wicked iaftraments, the peo- 
ple oftentimesdid Tuſtice vpon them. For Plurarch 
writeth,that the wicked Counſellors,and Inſtruments ; 
of Apollodus,of pears» ;Nero, and other ty. 
rants, were cruelly tormented to death by. the people, . 
and juſtly ,ſairh he; becauſe they, who corrupt , or (c- 
duce a Prince, deſerue as mugh,to be. abhorred of cue- 
r one, as thoſe who ſhould poyſon a publicke Spring, 
or Fountaine, whereof all the people doe drinke. But 
ſomerimesthoſe Princes that doe: vie inſtruments for 
their murthers will, not auvow . their Commiſtion, 
7 D'3 but: 
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buv doe theraſelues. many times put them to death 
whom they imployed therein, ſometimes ſecretly, 
ſometimes Fkely , either to rid themſelues of the 
ſuſpition an infamy:thereof, or for feare of diſcouery. 
As Alexander Magnus at hisfathers Funcrals , com- 
manded publike Iaſtice to be done ypon thoſe , who 
himſclfe had ſecretly imployed to kill him : The 'Em- 
perour T:berizs,did notonely diflauow his Commilsi- 
on, giuen to a Souldier to kill Agrippa, bur pur to 
death Seiavw,his ſpeciall fauourite, and inftrument of 
his miſchiefe, Ce/ar Borgia,did the like by a fagourite 
ofhis. Andlet no Prince thinke that he can fo con» 
triuc his matters, but inthe end truth will be diſcoue« 
red and knowneto the world : and through ambiri. 
on, many hauc ſhewed themſelucs yery barbarous and 
. bloudy,as T «lia, daughter to Seruins, ſecing her ſelfe 
marricd to Arxxs, amanof milde diſpofition, and her 
ſiſter of a gentle ſpirit , married to Lucins T arquinens, 
who was ambitious, and ſhe not enduring to be thug 
matched, killed her husband Aruxs, and her fiſter,and 
then married T arquinius, whomſhe perſwaded to kill 
her father Seruius, to hanethe Kingdome, andſhe be.. 
ing in the ſtreets when he was killed, went with her 
Coach very inhumancly, oucr his body, that his bloud 
beſprinkled her cloathes. Sol:mar, King of the Turks, 
when he heard the. great noyle and ſhout of joy his 
Army made for the returne of his ſonne Sultan Muſt a. 
pha out of Perſia, cauſed him preſently to be ſtrangled 
in hisoutward Chamber,and his dead body to becaſt 
Our before the whole Army and one to cry with aloud 
voyce,that there was but one God, and one Sultan vp. 
onthe earth, He put todeath alſo Saltan S2bs, becauſe 
he wept for his brother,and Sulran Mahomet, his third 
ſonne, becauſt he fled for tcare. leauing one onely aliue 
to auoyde the inconuenience of many Lords. The Em= 
perour Sexerus,hauing vanquiſhed Albinus and Niger, 
his Competitor in the Empire, embrued with blood, 
-put 
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put a great number.to death,and told his ſonne Gera 
thar he would not leaue himan enemy, Gers asked 
him, if thoſe he put. to death, had geitherparents, 
friends, norkinsfolke, .yes,ſaid rhe Emperour,a great 
number. Thenfaid Ger4, you will leaue vs many moe 
enemics then you take from vs. His ſonne Baſſianss, 
hauing murthered his brother Gets, to haue the Em- 
pire alone and doubring thatthe Senate would greatly 
miſlike thereof, madea ſhew thathe was ſorry for his 
brothers deach, and that he did itby the perſwafion of 
Letus,his fauourite,whom therefore he put to death, 
and all thoſe that did aſsiſt him in that aQion, likewiſe 
all thoſe that were fricads to Gera, leſt they ſhould at- 
tempt any thing againſthim, yet in theend he was kil. 
led. Alpbonſus,King of Naples, hauing vniuſtly mur- 
thered twenty foure of his Barons, ceuld ncuer ſleepe 
quietly for repreſentation of their ſhapes, which al- 
wayes vexed him in his dreames. Andin the end hee 
fell into tharfeare ofthe French , as leauing his King- 
dome to his ſonne,he fied into Spaine, taliuc aina Mo. 
vaſtery,, making ſuch haſte as he wouldrake nothing 
with him.” And Fil men perſwadinghim to ftay two 
or three dayes,to make his prouifion : no,no, ſaid hee, 
let vs be gone , doe you not heare how all the world 
cryes France; France? Hee knew himſelfe to be ſo ha- 
ted. King /obn of £ngland,murthered his nephew, and 
in the end: was murtheredhimſelfe; Richard,likewiſe, 
Duke of Gleceſter,murthered his twonephews, fonnes 
to Edward the fourth,to-make himſelfe King,and after 
was ſlaine in battell by Henry theſcuenth:for blood re- 
quires blood; and let abloody Prince-ncuer looke for - 
better end... - - | |

fallc repects,and wIopgipformations , yea, ſome- 
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times by the neareſt and deareſt 'vnto them , endrhoſe 
that ſhould be molt faiffift], Dai therefore prayed 
God to detiner him fromwicked' lips, and a lying 
tongue, Pſa/;p1 9. And mEreles 31. weare warned to 
take heed' of out chitdren, and of our houſhold fer- 
uants: , And inthe fixt chapter, 'it isfaid, Seperate rhy 
Jelfe ſrom thitte enewtiesy and beware exen of thy friends - 
for where a man doth truff rhe maſt; there he may ſooneſi be 
deceited, As was the Emperour Claudius, atymorous 
man and fouerned moſt by his wite Meſſaline, andby 
cne Nac:fj2s,whoof a flaue he had made free,and had 
far;iliar credit with Mefſaline. This Empreſſc became 
enzmoured of a yong Gentleman, a Rewar of -a Noble 
houſe, called* fppirs Sillary',  andTeeing that by no 
mildhevfticcoukd dias him roſatisfie her! wanton de. 
fires ſhe pradtifed with 2 arerſſns. that they bothearly 
one morning fhould come to the Emperour , and tell 
himthat they dreamed that S:U/a»xs went about to kill 
him, we they Eid onc after the other; &:Mefalime had 
Iver rommapidement; that S:Ulanny'at that inſtant 
houwld'come 'to ſpeake With the Emperour. Where. 
upcn Sillarus inhocently came, and knocked at the 
Emperours chamber doore : whichthe Emperour vn. 
deritanding,and perſwaded by them thar their dreams 
were'true,andthart he catnerhen'to kill him, comman. 
ded Sillanus preſently tobe pot to death, which was 
done, Salome, ſiſter to #/tyod, King of fury, perſwaded 
him that the Queene his wife ſougtit ito poylſon him, 
and brought certaine falſe witneſſes to- confirme her 
report,to which,theKing giuvingeredit-pur his Queen 
to death. But' this wicked-ſiſter ,- not farisficd with 
this fearing that the Kings two ſonnes would reuenge 
their mothers death , perſwaded the King, that they 
were praiſing how tokill hm, for putting their mo- 
ther to death. The King fearing the Authority of the 
Emperour , if he ſhould put them ro death, brought 
then before Argnſtns Ceſar, who knowing; their 
innocancy 
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imnocency by their weeping, & great lamentation,ex- 
horted the to be dutifallto their father,& their father 
to make much of them,and ſo diſmifſedthem ; but the 
Kings ſiſter inuentednew matter aga'nſt them, 8 per- 
ſwaded her brother toſend the Emperor word theret, 
which hedid:thenthe Emperor gaue him authority tv 
p.niſh them as he tnonght good, whereupon the Kirg 
put them both to death. Butafter vnderſtanding the 
truth, andchar Aztipater, his ſonne by anorher wite, 
praciſed all this with hisfiſter, he pur kim to death,& 
within few dayes after dyed h:m(clfe, his intrailes be- 
ing inflamed,and thereby his bowels rotted, raging at 
theſe accidents. Philip Kingof Macedonia , pur to 
death his owne ſonne Demerrixs, vpon the falſe repor= 
and accuſaticn ot Perſius his baſe ſonne, and after, vn- 
derſtanding how he was abuſed, dyed raging. eA!/- 
ftan , firſt Monarch of England, attertheentry of the 
Saxovs, through the falſe report of his fagourite, pur 
his owne brother todeath. Francis, Duke of Brirame, 
put his brother Ges to death, ypon the fa'ſe report of 
thoſe that were meſſengers betwixtthem,and after,he 
ynderſtanding the truth, put them to death alſo. 
Therefore as in 1 /oh1n 4. itis ſaid ; Beleene not euecry 
ſpirit but prone the ſpirits whether they be of God, or not : * 
So a Prince ſhould duly andrhroughly examine report, 
whether it be true or not, before he giue credit there. 
unto, and eſpecially if it concernelife : for innocent 
bloud doth cry to God for reuenge, asappeareth in the 
A poc,6. ſaying: How long, Lord holy, andiuſt, indgeſt 
thou not ,and rextngeſt thou not our bloud on them that avyel 
vpon the earth, And Salowon aith,that the hands which 
ſhed innocent blood, are moſt odious in the ſight of God, 
Prou.ch.4. Likewiſe Dauidattirmeth,P.55.That God 
doth abhorre abloody man, Therefore Junenal(aith,that 
eucry ſtay which is made to giue life toman, is good. 
And hethat doth vſe to examinea report, made ynto 
him, that toucheth a mans reputation, ſhall free =

CnAP. 13; 
eA Prince tobe merciful. 
Prince therefore ſhould inclige himſclfe to mercy, 
'Kand pardon iniuries, and auoyd the vices which * 
may draw him to blood, which chiefly are ambition, 
pride, choller.and ſubieion toa woman. Seneca ſaith, 
that forgiuneſle is a valiant kind of reuenge. And the 
more powerfull a man is,the more is his honour to for. 
giue. And Pittacus the Philoſopher doth afftirme, that 
pardon.is better then reuenge : . the one ( ſaith he ) be. 
ing proper to the ſpirit, the other to a cruell beaſt, 
Therefore Alexander Magnus (aid, that a man wrong- 
ed, had nced of a more noble heart to fargiue , then to 
reuenge, And Cicero did more commend Cſar for 0- 
ucrcomming his owne courage, in pardoning Marcel. 
lus , then for the great victories againſt his enemies. 
The Emperor eAarian,attainingto the Empire, forgot - 
and put away all the enemies hee had before. Inſo- 
much,that after he was Empcrour, meeting one of his 
enemies, would nottouch him, but ſaid to him,thou art : 
eſcaped. Anguftus Ceſar, hauing many enemies, by 
reaſon of the ciuill warre,did not onely parden them, i 
butaduanced them todignitiesand offices : and there- 
by wonne theirlone,and made them fairhfall. Hamil. 
car,hauing ouerthrowne Splendins,Generall ofthe Mu« 
tincers againſt {arthage, pardoned the priſoners, and 
offered them ſeruice, or liberty to returne to their 
countrey, which got him great honour,and loue of - 
many of hisenemies, Scipio Africanus, ſctat liberty 
all the Hoſtages he found in new Carthage,after he had 
wonneit by aſſault,ſaying,He had rather bind men to . 
him by good deeds, then by feare. And amongſt the 
Hoſtages,there wasa marucllous beautifull young La. 
Op, who was contraRto e{lIncins, Pringe of the Celtic 
E  berjans, 
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berians : Scipio commanded them both to be brought 
before him, and her parentscame with great treaſure 
to redeeme her by ranſome, But Scipio ſaid ro Alluci- 
5 : my friend; vnderſtanding of the loue betwixt this 
Lady and you,TIhane kept her for you, not touched in 

henor,& for recompence of this fauour,T pray you bea 

friendto the Rowans, Her parents then preſented Sci. 

pio withgreat treaſure, which through much impor. 

eunity he was contentto take,bur beſtowed it preſent- 

ly vpon A!lcius , who, not long after came ro ſerue 

Scipio,with 1400 horſe, Scipio likewiſe by pardoning 

Hafima,his vncle e4/afiiniſſa became and continued 

a friend to the Romans. So that mercy bringeth friend. 

thip,and cruelty hatred, 


CHAP, 14. 
A Prince not tobe proud, 


TYRide was the fall of Lucifer, the onerthrow of Ba- 
bylow, and the ruine of many a Prince, for, news /a- 
perbus amat ſuperos nec amatur ab ills, A proud man lo- 
ucth not the gods, nor is beloued of them. Pride pra- 
duceth,ſometimes cruelty,but alwayes ſhame; for Sx 
lomon (aith,when pride commeth,then commeth ſbame, but 
with the humble 1s Wiſedeme, Pron, 11. Therefore God 
reſiſteth the proude,and gineth grace to the humble, Tam. 3. 
Allades,King of the Latines,contemning the gods, de. 
uiſed how rojmake a noyſe like thunder and lightning, 
to make the people feare him as a god : but chunder 
and lightning falling vpon his houſe from heauen, and 
a Lake ioyning vpon his houſe, ouerflowingextraordi- 
narily he and his family were were all ſwallowed vp. 
Inlins Ceſar,atter he was Emperour, grew ſo proud, as 
he was therefore killed by the Senators in the Senate. 
And the Emperour Domitian was ſo proud, asthat hee 
commanded in all his Proclamations and publicke 
ſpecches, theſe wordsto be vſed, Be it knowne vnto 
you from your godand _— tor which he was _ 
| Ez 0 
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of all the world, andin the end killed The Emperour 
Caius (ct inhis palace like fpitur, with a Scepter in 
onehand,and a thunderbolrt inthe other, and an Eagle 
at his ſide,a Cobbler ſecing him,fcl on a great laughter, 
The Emperour commanded him to be brought befor 
him,and asked him at what he laughed; 1 laugh, #1 
he,toſee thy pride and folly. The Emperour laughed 
alſo at his anſwer and punifhed him nor, but delighted 
in his owne pride, But Phzlip, father to Alexander 
Magnus,toauoyde that vice,caufed a child to cry vnto 
him eucry day at his chamber dore, before hce went 
forth, Phllip, thou art a man mortall. Hieronimys, 
King of Cicily,being very yong,was wholly counſclled 
by his brother in law Azdronodorus , who made him 
proud and arregant and to contemne cuery one, and 
to giueaudicnce to none, nor to ſuff:r almoſt any to | 
haue acceſle vnto him,but to giue himſelfe to ail kinde 
of voluptuouſnefſe, and to be crucll and bloody. Ar- 
dronedorus,hauing bronght him tothis, conſpired with 
others againſt him, The treaſondiſcoucred, and one 
T heodorns called in queſtion, therefore contcfled, that 
he was of the confpiracy, anbeing vpon the torture, 
knowing he muſt dye, accuſe ( tobe reuenged of the 
K':ng)the Kings moſt fairhfull friends and feruants. To, 
which the King giuing credit , putthemall to death, 
and immediately after,was killed by the Conſpirators, 
Arndronoderus preſently ſeized ypon Siracuſa, thinking. 
to make himſclfe King. But he had ſuch ſuccefie there. 
in,as he,his wife, and all his family, andallthel:ne of 
the King, were quiteextirped, as well innocents, as, 
offenders, T imothe,a Captaine of Achens, through 
hispride, didattribate all his yiRories, onely to. his 
owne pollicy and wiſedome. Whereupan (ſanh Pl. 
tarch ) the gods were angry at his fooliſh ambition, 
and did ncuer proſper him after,bur all things went a- 
gainſt him, and in the end hee was ſo odiouſly ha- 
cd, tha: hee was baniſhed Athens, Crejns, being 
13 
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in the height ofhis pride, moſt ſumptuouſly ſet in his 
Tkrone,asked Solon, if eucr he had ſeene a more gorge. 
ous and glorious ſight, yea, ſaid Solo», both Capons, 
Feſants,and Peacocks, fortheir colours are naturall. 

necrates,a Phiſician, becauſe he was excellent in his 
_—_— ſo proud, as he cauſed himſelfe to be called 
Jupiter. But Philip, King of ef acedonia,to make him 
know himſelfe, inuited him toa banquet , and made a 
Table to be prouided for him by himſelfe,which e2e-' 
neeratesſecing, was very toyfull that it pleaſed the. 
King rodo him that honour , but when he ſee that in 
ſtcad of meat, they brought him nothing but incenſe, 
he was aſhamed, and departed with great anger. Yet 
this King grew a little proud after his conqueſt , inſo. 
much,that he writ a ſharpe letter to Archidamus,lonne 
to eAgeſilaus,whoanſwered him ſaying: If chou mea. 
ſure thy ſhadow , thou fhalr not finle it to be growne. 
greater ſince thou didſt oucrcome. Pride therefore. 
cannot make a man great butodious. .. 


CHAP. IF: 
A Pronce tobe bumble, 

Mnriftdid humble himſelfe for vs: . therefore wee. 
ought tohumble our ſelues for Chrilt , who ſaith, 

Heth ut doth humble bimſelfe ſhall be exalted, but he that 

deth exalt himſelfe ſpill be humbled, Mat. 23: Humility 

therfore (affirmeth Sevece)isrhe hanJmuden of wiſe- 
dom. For a wiſeman is hamble.ifnochumvleche is not - 
Wiſe. Caralus Hagnus tohauccuer before his cies, the i- 

mage of pouerty and humility ,di1 cauſe certaine very 
paore men to cate al wayes in his preſence , their mcar. 
ypon the ground, The Row+xs5 had a cuſtame, that the 
Emperor,after a viRory, was drawn ma Chariot with 
foare horſes, tothe Capitall. and a Clone -ſer beſides 
him in the Char:or, who ſtrucke him euery f10t inthe 
necke,aying : Know thy ſelfe. And when the Empe- 
rour was crowned, one al wayes came to him, and zf. 
© ked 
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\ked him, of what kindof metrall or ſtone hee would 
hauehisTombe made. And all this to the end the Em- 
peronr ſhonld be humble. The Emperour Conftants- 
"us Magnum, wasof that humility, as he excelled all o. 
ther Emperours and Princes whatſocuer : Yetof «1 
valour as he,ſubducd Liciniz« his Competitor,and 
ny Pagan Nations. The Emperour Theoaoſings, being 
rebuked by.S. Ambroſe, fora great offence, did in ſuch 
humility acknowledge bis fault, as hedid open pen. 
nance therefore,willingly in the Church, where Saint 
Ambroſe was miniſtring the Sacrament , and ſo was 
admitted tocommunicate. The Emperours Ualents. 
niax and ?aſtinian, were Princesof great humility, yer 
famous for their many victories. The Emperotr 4. 
lexander Seuerus, was of that humility,as he would not 
ſaffer any to ve other ſalutations to him, then to ſay, 
God ſauethee Alexander, Scipio,preuailing in Spaine 
againſt 4 /4r»bal, the Spaniard: called him King, which 
Title he refuſed,ſaying : it was ſufficient for him to be 
called their Generall. eAg«thecles, King of Cicily, be- 
cauſe ke was but a poore Potters ſorme, cauſed him» 
ſclfe to be ſerued'with veſſels of earth, amongſt his 
veſſels of gold and filuer, to fhew his humility, and 
" Whathe was. 7alins Ceſar, Auguſtus Ceſar, (laudins, 
Domitian,Galba, T raian, eAlexander, and many othes 
Princes,were of that humility, as they gaue continuall 
audience themſelues vnto the people, to the great con. 


tent and comfort of the people. And Ofanins Ceſar, 
did fitdaily in indgementhimſelfe,and did abhorre the 


title of Lord, infomuch, that when ſaid to him, O good 
and gracious Lord. he reproucd him ſharply therefore, 
And the morc humble that a man is, the more is he in 
the fauour of God, who,as Saint /awes ſaith, chapter 3. 
aeth reſeft rhe proud, and gineth grace to the humble,

CHaP. 16. 
A Prince not to exceed in anger, 


. Nda Prince to be too paſsionate, and too cholle.. 
ricke,is dangerous, for choller ſometimes burnech 
ag dryeth vpthe veines,and taketh life, ſometimes ir 
indeth the vnderſtanding, and taketh away ſenſe and 
reaſon, wherby many a time ſodaine miſchiefe is done, 
thar bringeth long and too lare repentance , for the 
mind dorh not eaſily ſee the truth (ſaith Salut) where 
paſsion and affcRion beareth ſway. Therefare a 
Princeeſpecially, ſhould learve to know himſelfe, and 
his imperfeRions ! for Plato ſaith, that the perfeR du. 
ty of a man, is firſt toknow himſelfe. And the firſt 
Precept that was written inthe Temple of eApolio at 
Delphos,was, Know thy ſelfe, And knowing himſelfe, 
he muſt then labour te conamand himſelfe, and make 
reaſon rule nature, Ageſilans, did more glory that hee 
could command himl(clfe, then in that he was a King. 
For he that # ſlow to anger ( (aith Salomon )is better then 
the mighty man : and he that ruleth his ovyne mind, is bet« 
ter then he that Winneth a City, Prou, 16. Yet moderate 
ire (faith Platarch) doth ſecond valour and fortitude, 
To auoid choller, Athenoderus the Philoſopher,counlel. 
led Anguſtas (</ar,neuer to do,orſay,any thing when 
he was angry,before he had repeated the twenty foure 
letrers of the 4,Z,C ; thinking by that timehis chol. 
ler would be appealed, Uirginias, being choſen Gene. 
rall ofthe R;»144 Hoſts, refuſed it, fearing to excecd in 
choller againlt Appius Claudius his enemy, (rotis,King 
of T brac:4, hauinga-preſent brought vnto him, of ma. 
ay faire veflels of glafſemoſt curiouſly wrought , after 
Re had well recompenced the gift, did breake them al! 
himſelfe of purpoſe ; fcariagleſtthrough choller , ( to 
which he was [1bie&R} he ſhould too ſcuercly puniſh a- 
ny of his ſern3nts, if hey by chance ſhould breake any 


ofthem. Bur the Emperour Valentimian was fo our. 
charged 


"I 
charged with choller ,- that he fell into ſuch a rage a- 
gaintt certaine Ambafiadours, 25 he loſt his royce and 
ſpeech,and ſo was carried to his bcd,znd letten blood, 
* but Lled nor, choller hauing burred and cryed vpike 
veincs,and ſo dyed, | 
Patience therefc re isa happy vertue,by whicha m 
may preſerue kis body , and pefitfie his ſcule, far 
Chriit, Luke 21, In your patiesce you ſhall peſſeſſe your 
fſoules, And ro attaive to this rertue, ' Diogenes asked 
almes of the Images in Arhers,to make him take deni- 
all patiently. Ariftotle; being told that one 'rarled on 
him, was not mouecd,butſaid,whe I am abſent,let kim 
beate me alſo. And Socrates, being abuſed, ſpurned, 
and kicked by-an inſolent fellow,and ſeeing his friends 
offended therewith;ſaid : How now my Maſters, ifan 
Aﬀe had kicked and giuen mee a rap on the ſhinnes, 
would you have meto yerke oat, and to kicke him a- 
gaine? Antigorus, hearing his Souldiers reuile him 
bchind his pauillion, ſaid ro them, you knaues,could 
you not goe a little further off, when you meant to 
raile ypon me?One Nicazor rayled vpon Philip King of 
Aacedonia, for which his Counſell wold haue had him 
ſeucrely puniſhed, but the King very patiently anſwe- 
red firft let vs ſee whether the fault be in him or in vs. 
And vnderſtanding that iNicanor had deſerued well, 
and that he had neuer given him any thing , ſent him 
arich gift. After which, 1Viconor ſpoke very much 
good of the King: 'Whereupon the King ſaid to his 
Counſell, I ſce well that I ama better Phylitian for 
backcbiting then you gre: and that itis in my power 
£0 cauſecither good er cuill to be ſpoken of me, 
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CHAP. 17. ” 
A Prince to be moderate in his dyet. 


Ature is content with alittle, therefore if aman 
doe either cate or drinke,more then ſufficeth na- 
tare,it is ſuperfluous, and ingendretheuill humours, 
corrupteth the body,and weakneth the ſpirits and vn- 
derſtanding : for Deogenes ſaith, that the wit is made 
dul with grofle and :immoderate Jdcaling. And Plateaf .. 
firmeth,that thoſe who vic to eat much,altheugh they 
haue a good wit, yet cannot be wiſe, Thereaſon is, ſaith 
Plutarch,becauſe the body being ful of meat,corrupteth 
the judgement in ſuch ſort, as makerha man neither fit 
to giue counſell,nor to gouerne ina Common-wealth, 
nor todoe any good worke. The Emperour, Oftanins 
Ceſar , had therefore ordinarily at ſupper, butthree 
diſhes of meat, and when he fared beſt he had bur frxe. 
And the Egyptians in their feaſts and banquers, had a 
dead body dryed, brought in amongſt them, that the 
ſight thereof might containe them in modeſty , and 
make them temperate in their feeding. Ada,Queene of 
(aria,ſent Alexander Magnus certaine skilfull Cooks, 
whom he refuſed,and ſenther word;that he had better 
then they were;namely,for his dinner,carly rifing,and 
walking a good while before day, and for his ſupper, 
2 lirtledinner,for in thoſe dayes they did commonly 
cate but anc meale a day,asappearcth by F/ato, who, 
being demaundcd if he had ſecne any new or ſtrange 
thing in Cc:/y, ſaid, that he had found there a Monſter 
of nature, which dideate twice a day, meaning Dioge- 
nes the Tyrant. Apeſilaus, King of the Lacederponians, 
paſsing his Army through the Countrey of Thracia, 
they preſented with meale,fowle,baked meates , and 
all other ſorts of delicate meates and conſerues. The 
meale hee was willingtotake, but nor the reſt, yet 
through great intreary,he accepted ofall, and gauc _ 
F an 
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and gaue all ( fauing the meale)to hi; lanes, and being 

asked why he didfo, he ſaid, It is not conuentent for 

' m<n who make profeſsion of manhood and proweſle, 

to cate ſuch delicates z for by pleaſure, delicate meats. 
and drinkes, the courage of man 1s abatcd: Therefore 

Xerxes, after hee had taken the great. City of Babylon, 

would -ot: put the people to death, but to be reuenged 

of them,commanded them not to exerciſe any. Armes, 

but to vie and giue themlelues to all pleaſure, fealting, 

and drmking So that by this meanes, they grew to be 

moſt vile and baſe people, whereas before they were 

moſt valiant, And by the great feaſting and drunken. 

neſſe in Siracsſe in ( icily,the Romans tooke the towne 

and ſpoyled it, The Emperour Uzellius, was very rio. 

tous in his diet, inſomuch,as at one ſupper,hehad 2 000 
ſcuerall kinde of fiſhes, and 7000 diſhes of foule, but 

what followed ? Soone after hee was openly put to, 
death by Yeſpaſian. (aligulalikewiſe , inriotous ban. 

quets,in making ſweet bathes, and in other vaine and 

friuolous expences, ſpent in one yeare, 67. millions of 
crownes, and in the end was killed, Nero allo was 

prodigalin the like charges and banquets,& ſumpuovs 

attire,neuer wearing one garment twice, And Sabma, 

his wife had daily the milke of 500 Aﬀes to bathe her. 
In,but their ends were pitt:fall, The Emperour Adrs- 

«,was riotous inhis youth, and thereby diſcaſed in 

his age, whichforced him to vſe many Phiſitians and 

medicines, but could not be cured. Therefore good 

order an] temperate dyct,prolong:th rhe life,and pre. 

feru:th wiſedome. Early riſing alſo (ſaith Plato ) and 

much. watching , are profitable to.keepe a man in 
health, and to augment his wiſedome. It doth withail 
ncreaſcdeuotion, for thena man ſhall find himſclfe .

CnaP., 18, 
A Prince to be continent of life, 


B Vt ifhe ſcruc his belly with immoderate, an too 
great dcelicates, and pamper his fleſh too much, it 
will ( befides dulling of the wit ) make the fleſh reb<ll 
againſt rhe ſpirit,an4 fallro incontincncy, a vice where 
ot a Prince ought to have aſpeciall care, that he giue 
not himſelfe to the lult of the fleſh ; for it is a denone 
ring fire till all be conſumed, and rooting wp the ſeed of good 
workes,faith Ic 31. And Laxuria eneruat wires , effee 
wat 41, It will make him weake and effeminare, 
and deſtroyeth both body and ſoule,lofing thereby alſo 
ſometimes, both life and kingdome : for by adultery, 
Roderico,lait King ofthe Gothes in Spaine , committed 
with the wifc of /x/#an, Earle of Cewra, when hee was 
Ambafſadourin Africke, he,tor reuenge, brought the 
Moores into Spaine, who therupon ſubdned the Coun- 
trey. Oſibright,King of Northumberland, rauiſhed the 
wife of one Barsc,who,to be revenged, brought inthe 
Danes, {lew Oſibright , and rmade great ſpoyle in the 
land, The Emperour Clauds:4, marricd his brothers 
daughter, and ſhee her ſeife poyſoned him, Siphaxy 
King of N«midia,tranſported with the loue of Sophe. 
nisba fallificd his faith , loſt his Kingdome, and life in 
priſon. Locrine,King of Great Britasne, put Gaendoline 
his wife away, and married Eſtre/ld , daughter to 
King Humber , but Gu:ndoline killed her husband in 
batrell, and drowned Efreldand her davghrterin Se. 
wernue, The Emperoar { omwmodas, kept three hundred 
Courtizans, and in the end by one of them, andone of 
his Paraſites , was ſtrangled. Childericke, the third 
King of France,for hislibidonous life, which made him 
carcleſle in gouerning the Common- wealth , was de» 
poſed. And Lews the ſixt, King of Fraxce, forhis 


adultery, was poy ſoned by Blanche his wites Heliog a» 
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balus, for his libidonons and vitious life , thought hee - 

might make an<uill end , and therefore if in caſc hee 

ſhould be prefled by his enemies, he had poyſon ready 

| kept in precious ſtones: he hadallo halters of ſilke to 
hang himſelfe : and ſharpe kniues of precious mettall 
tokill himſelfe: and he built a high Tower, richly gil- 
ded,to breake his necke vpon, ifhe liſted ; yet all theſe 
deniſes failed him, for he was ſtrangled by his Souldi- 
ers,and trailed vp and downe Rome. This is theend 
21ibidonous Prince may laoke for. But wiſe and ver. 
tuous Princes will auoyd that vice, As did /oſeph, 
who hauing the wife of P«tiphar in his power, would 
not touch her. No more would Abimelech faire Sara, 
Nor Daxid the Ebritian Sunamite. Nor Scipio the La- 
dy ; who was Hoſtage in Carthage; Nor D:onyſixs,the 
wife to Phecius : Nor Alexander , the daughter of 
King Darix« : Not eAvuguftus, (leopatra. 

Andas it is hurtfull for a Prince to be allured by a 
woman to folly, ſoitis not goed forhimtobe led by 
the counſell ofa woman. For Ar:ftotle ſaith,that part 
ofa womans vnderſtanding in which conſiſteth coun- 
ſell,is imperfe&, Therefore neither the Komans , nor 
the Lacedemonians , did euer admit a woman into 
Councell, Yet T heodora,after the death of her huſ. 
band,the Emperour of {o»/tanftineple, waschoſen Eme 
prefle,and had theonely gouernment of the Empire. 
Which without the hc1pe ofany,ſhe gouerned in great 
peace and proſperity two yeares,and then dyed ,to the 
great griefe of all her ſubic&s, who repented them not . 
to be gouetned by a woman. 

The Emprefle likewiſe, Zenebia in. Aſia, Was amoſt 
ſingular rare woman, For Obinato, her husband, 
choſen in 47a for their Emperour , and after killed by 
his Kinſman ſhe tooke ypon her the gouernment, and 
gouerned very well. She was conſtant in her enterpri- 
ſes, faitlifull of her word, liberall in hergifr, iuſt in gi- 
uing entcnce, ſcucre in puniſhment, Giſcreet in her - 

ſp cech, » 


Tpeech,graue in her determination, and ſecret in that - 

edid. She louednottoridein a Litter, but on horſe. 
backe : ſhe was of ſtature tall, ſlender bodyed, her eyes 
great, her forchead large, her face ſomewhar pale, her 
mourh little, and her teeth ſmall. After ſhe was con- 
ceiued with child, thee would not company with her 
hasband, ſaying : that a woman ought not to marry 
for pleaſure,but onely for procreation.She did cate but 
once a day,and thatat night : ſhedrunke no wine, but 
water compounded more coſtly then wine : when ſhe 
wenttoCampe, ortobattell,or to skirmiſh, ſhe was 
armed,and cuer when there was anyſeruice,ſhe would 
be amongſtthem. 

Inthe cnd, the Emperour Aarelianns befieged her, 
tooke her priſoner, and carried her in' his triumph to 
Reme,yet pardoned her for her vertue and valeur, and 
gauec her certaine poſſeſsions to liue ypon. She liued 
ten yeares after , as greatly honoured and beloued as 
Lucretia, of all the Roman Ladies. But this is (as the 
Spaniard ſaith) Una golondrins que non haze verano. 
One Swallow which maketh no Summer. Yet I could 
not bur ſet downe here her perfeRion,ſhe being ſuch a 
mirrour forall Ladyes, * 


CHaP, 19. 
A Prince to beware of Paraſites. 


Vt there is another creature about a Prince, more 
dangerqusthena woman, and tharis a flatterer, 
who neuer ſings other ſong then placebo , ſoothing a 
Prince in whatſocuer, Apelles drew the piRure of a 
King( which he ſent to Prolomens ) {ct in a chaire of 
Eſtate, with great hands great eares, and beſides him 
Ignorance, Suſpition,a Tale-tcller, and Flattery : theſe 

will labour to be about aPrince,thereforea Prince mul: - 
labour toauoyd them, For an enuious and backebi- 
ting Tale-tcller,anda Flatterer,are two moit dange- 

.zans beaſts; for Diogenes ſaith, thatof wilde beaſts, a | 
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backbiterbiceth the ſorelſt , 2nd of rame beaſts, aflat- 
terer, 

And Hermes the Philoſopher ſaith, that asa Came. 
lion can change himſclfe into all colours ſauing whites 
ſo hath a Paraſite all points ſaving honefty, for he win- 
dcth himſelte intofauour by any meanes , eſpecially of 
pleaſure,procuring any kind of mirth and delight, and 
by hamouring the party» 

For eAlexander Magnum, and Alphonſi, King of 
Arragen,having each of them ſomewhat a wry necke z 
the one by nature, the other by cuſtome , the flatre. 
rers and Courtiers held their neckes on the one (ide, 
And like as wormes breed moſt of ail . and ſooneli in 
firme, tender , and (weet wood : euen fo for the 
moſt part,the generous and gentlenatures, and thoſe 
mindes that are more inzeruous, honeſt, amiable and 
milde then others, are reavicſt to recejue and nouriſh 
the flatterer that hangeth vpon him, And Plareſaith, 
that he who loueth him{clfe, and hath a good conccit 
of himfelfe,can be content toadmir another to flatter 
him. But when a Paraſiteſceth nothing to be gotten, 
then he is gone, being like to lice : For as thele ver. 
mineneuer haunt the dead, bur doe leaue an«. forſake 
the corpesſoſooncas the blou! 13 extin@ and depri. 
ued of vitall ſpirit: ſo a mar ſhall ncaer ſee flatterers 
approach to thoſe that are in decay , whoſe ſtate is 
cracked, and credite loſt. But where there is power 
and authority, and glory in the world : thither they 
flocke,and therethey grow and ſhew themſelues moſt 
malicious,ſometimes by fpeaking euill of others. For 
Medews, the chick Captaine of the flatterers, abour 
Alexander Magnus , teached his Schollersto caſt out 
flandersboldly,ro bite others, for ( {aid he )thoughthe 
ſoare may heale vp,yet the'skarre will remaine and be 
cuer ſcene, By theſe skarres of falſe imputations, 4. 
lexander being corroded and eaten, put to death {Ai}. 
henes, Parmenion, and Philocas , histruc and faithful 
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friends, The Emperour Commedss, after the death of 
his farther,was led by Parafites,and vpon their falſe re. 
ports, put to death moſt of thoſe that were graue 
Counſellors to his father, and alſo many of the Sena- 
tors,and committed the gonernment of all his affaires, 
to Perennis, and himſelfe followed his pleaſure, which 
bronght him tothe end you heard before. The Empe.. 
rour Diocleſia», baſely borne in Sclauonia, was in his 
youth very ambitious , and deſirous of honour, and 
from a poore Souldicr,came tobe Emperour, and then 
made the people honourhim asa god, and to kiſſe his 
foor, whereon he. did weare guilt ſhooes, ſet with 
pearle and precious itones after the manner of the Per. 
ſian Kings, Bur ſecing inthe end, himſelfe wonderful... 
ly abuſed by the flatterers of his Court, and that hee 
could takeno order for them,thevy had him fo befizged. 
intheir hands, he gaue ouer the Empire, and retyred 
himſelfe to his houſe in Slcauonia, wherehe liued cucr 
aftcr,a very priuatelife, delighting himſelfe with Gar. 
dens and rurall workes. Bur the Emperour Calioula, 
rooke abetter courſe with his Paraſites, forone Africe 
nius Potitus, and Afranus Secundus, made a ſhew of 
great ſorrow for him when he was ſicke, an ſwore by 
the gods that they would very willingly dye for his re. 
couery.The Emperour knowing they did bur flatter, 
faid thenlittle,but being recouered, called rhem before. 
him,and faid, mygo0od friends, 1 hauefound thar you 
are in fauour with the 'gods,for fince your vow For me, 
Thauerecoaered, but fearing | ſhould fall icke againe, 
if you accompliſh not your voy, I ſent for you ro dye, 
deſiring you both to rake your deaths patiently, and (o - 
preſently pur them todeath, Plutarcy writeth , that. 
Donyſius,theTyrant of Cicily, delighting in his owne 
Poems ,' asked diuers Philoſophers , how theyliked, 
them,they all flatreringly , highly commended rhetn, 
ſauing one, who ſaidplainly, that it was a ſhameto » 


teare them, they wereſobad. Whereat the Tyrant of- 
TErY : fended,:, 
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tended,commanded himto the Mines, there to worke * 
amongſt the condemned men : but being releaſed by 
meanes of his friends,and againe in the Kings preſence 
when he demaunded the opinien of the Philoſophers, 
in another of his Poems, and they all extolling it aboug 
the Skies, hecryed tothe guard of the Tyrant, ſaying : 
Come my maſters,come carry me away to the Mines 
againe, for I cannot endure this fooliſh flattery. The 
King by chance,being thenina good hamour , wasnot 
offended, but turned it to alaughter. (urtins ſaith,that 
the ſtatesof Princes are oftner ouerthrowne by flatte- 
rers,then by force. Itis a happy thing therefore for 
Princes to haue thoſe about them that wil! not flatter, 
buttellthem the trath. For what (faith Seneca) wan. 
teth he that hath all? .qvarry one to tell rhetruth, 
Therefore the Etpeton! Cordade ſaid, that that Prince 
.is very vnfortunate who hath not about him, thoſe 
who may plainly tell him the truth. For a King know. 
eth not what paſleth,but by relation of thoſe that con. 
ucrſe with him- T heopompasbeing asked how a Prince 
might preſeruc his Kingdome , ſaid, by giuing his 
friendsliberty to ſpeake the truth, and in keeping his 
ſubie&s from opprefsion. Phocian dealt plainly and 
like a faithfull ſecugnt with King Antipater, telling him 
vpon eccaſion,that he would do him any ſeruice poſ. 
fibleybut could not be to him both a friend and a flat- 
terer. T hemiſtecles inlike manner, {cerng Euribiades 
taking vp a ſtaffe to ſtrike him for his free ſpeeches, 
ſaid, ſtrike me,ſo you will heare'me after. 

A Prince therefore nauſt permit freedome of 
ſpeech,if he meane to heare the truth, and giue nocare 
to flattery, Pefſenins ager a Roman Captaine, hea- 
ring one praiſe and flatter him.in his Oration, ſaid to 
him, goc, goe, Write the praiſes of Marin; and Hanmi- 
ball, & other old and valiant Captaines that are dead, 
that we may immitate the, for 1t is a mockry to praiſe 
thi that are aliue ; andas for me, I willdo good whilſt 
Z 
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T fue, and be prayſed when am dead. Yet Apeſlata 
king of Sparta ſayd, that he liked ro be prayſed of thoſe 
friends , who would net alſo ſpare to blame him, waea 
eccafion ſhould ferue. 


CHAP. 30. | 
What bind of perſon; to be of a Princes Connſel, 


A Prince ſhould be very carefull in making choyee 
ofhis Cowiſcliors . For Plato faith , that many 
Princes are v:.done, h-cauſe th:y want faichfull friends 
and ſeruants to courſelltnem, Therctore Alfreaki gof 
England, ſought o1tthe wif R, aud mott jearned iments 
be about him. Alexander Senerm likewiſe made chvile 
of honeſt and yerraous Counſcllors , and dilplaced the 
vitious, and ſough: «o know the truth of all things thar 
pafſcd in all p'aces and Provinces of the Empite, Frede» 
ric Faris ©pinion is , thac Counſellors to a Prince 
ought not to be ynder thirty yeares of age, nor aboue fix+ 
ty. For (ſa;th he) before he be thirty his vaderſtanding 
is net {:tled , his expericnce llctle, his prefumprios grear, 
his heate much, his thoughts light , and not of ſufficiene 
grauity. And that after ſixty yeares his memory taileth, 
his vaderftanding we-ke, his experience turned toobfti- 
nacy, his his heate Iictle, locfing oacafien, his thoughts 
, wearicd, and able to rake no prines nortravell, way 
it ſome haue beene able and ſufficient enough after they 
pf d that age, as {ami whothough he were of very 
great yeares, yet was choſen DiQator : they finding his 
memory gocd , and his ſenſes perfe& : So many others 
haue bene fince his time. And Frederiens Furixa ſayth 
moreouer, that a Ceunſelltour toa Prince ougbt ts be ci- 
ther of a choll-ricke, or of a fanguine complexion, for 
tyat thoſe of tha: temper (ſaith he ) are witty, haue good 
memory, can d:\courſe well . are of govd judgement, 
moſt Jlouiog, affable, loyall, hberall, and of great cou» 
| G 


rage 
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rage : and that the melancholike are baſe migded,yaine, 
enemies to noble thoughts, malicious, ſuperftitious, and 
phantafticall. And Secrates faith, » Prince ought net to 
truſt him that is couetous, nor him that is a flatterer, nor 
to make 2 paſſionate, or too cholericks main of lis 
Counſel, nor adrunkard. nor any that i; ſubieft to s wo- 
man. Foritis nt pofſible ( faith he) that they ſhou'd 
keepe cloſe his ſecrets, And Pythegora faith, it is impol. 
ſible for him to obtaine wiſ:dome ard knowledge , that 
isin boadage to a woman ; therefore the Em:petour A. 
lexander Sexeriws would ncuer admit any Counſellor, or 
other officer, whether he were of Noble parentage, or 
had done him great ſeruice, or were commended to 
him, yolefſe he were of good reputation, learned,of good 
experience, and of good life. And beter co informe him= 
ſelfe hercof,he cauſed wrightings to be ſet yp in common 
placcs of the Rreeres,defiring thereby the people to ſhew 
{ome cauſe, ifthey could, why ſuch s man ſhould not be 
admitted to ſuch a place and office, and would rot ſuffer 
any office to be ſold, becaufe Iuftice ſhould not be fold, 
Yet the Emperor Veſpaſian at the beginning of his raigne 
gaue the chiefe offices & dignities ro the greateſt theeues 
ke could find, and being asked why he did fo, anſwered, 
that he yſed them as a ſpunge, for when they were full he 
weuld wring them, and confiſcate allthey had, and hang 
them. Some Princes doe place thecues in authority, nor 
knowing them, but being diſconered, it were happy for 
the common wealth , and geod forthe Prince, if they 
were ſed as Veſpeſian vicd his. And [ular the Apeftara 
placed a cruell and troubleſome hudge at Alexandria in 
£g9ph, and being told he was yawerthy to gouerne : it 
is true, ſayd he, and therefore I placed him there, that be 
may plague them as they deſerue, they being a trouble. 
ſome and wicked people , but good men are alwayes to 
bdeplaced in gouernement, that the wicked by exawple 
may amend , er be puniſhed, and the good __ 
or 
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For Pat reputed that common wealth tobe well go- 
verned, in which wicked yien might beare noauthority. 
And a Prince isto haue ſome for Counſell, ſome for exe- 
cution , for very ſc|dome doth it concurre in one man to 
haue wit to diſaourſe.wellypon any matter in Counſell, 
and to haue iudgement to execute that which by Coun» 
ſell is determined . The Captaine Picinio was in cenſul- 
tation of a weake judgement, but in executing any thing 
reſ#lued ypon by Couanſell, yery ready. Francs the fuft, 

' King of Francedid exceed all his Counſell in conſultati- 
on : but in his execution was not anfwerable to his ad- 

viſe, Pope Clement the 7. did exceed all other in Coun. 

ſell; but ia executing was inferiour toeuery one, And as 

it is neceſſary that a Prince ſhould hauc a graue and wiſc 

Counſel! : ſois it requiſite hee ſhould /haue ſome about 

him for his pleaſure. So Alexandgr Magnus , when he 

went into ,F fs againſt Darizstooke with him two of his 

moſt ſpeciall friends and ſcruants, Cratervs and Hephe- 

fan, very different in complexion, and in condition: for 
(raters was grave, ſcuereand Roike, and only cared for 

matters of State and Counſell, being one of the Kings 

principall Counſellors. And Hphbeft:on was a youg Gen- 
tleman of good complexion, gallant, aRiue , and full of 
{port, and onely cared how to recreate the King. So that 
Craterns was called a friend tothe King : and Hepheſtion 

a friend.to Alexander, Bur a Prince had need to be very 
carefull in chooſing of his friend, tobeinward and fami - 
liar with him, For A»gzfta {"aſar did notreceiuea mann 
to his amity and familiarity, bur firſt did proue him, and 

ſound his yirtues, hdelity and leyalty, and thoſe who hee 

knew tobe vertuous, and that told him ficely the truth 

in all things, and char didnor flatter, and thacimployed 
themſclues willingly and fincerely in his affaires,and atter 
| hauing had good proofe hereof, he recciuad them for his 
fri:nis. Alerbiades,totry his friends, made them one afe 
ter anctherÞclccue, that he had killed a man, and chey all 
G 2 re{uſe'd 


refuſed toendanger themſclues for him , ſauing one Ca. 
ltas. The Eimperour Conflantmes to make proofe of his 
friends,made ſhew to abandon Chriſtian Religion and to 
turne to IdoJaty, he was inſtantly applauded by a great 
nnmber, whom preſently he baniſhed the Court, Fora 
Prince ſhall never want followers in any thing , The 
world counſelling thoſe that ſerve Princes to pleaſe them 
m whatſocuer, thoughit redound to the lofle of their 
ſoules, andruine of the common- wealth,for ſo they ſhall 
obtaine honor, 1iches, plesſure, and quietnefle : bur whar 
is their end ? Dacant in bor dres [n07,& in puntlo ad. »- 
forna deſcenaunt {rich Fob. 21. They lead their d. yr;* in 
pleaſure, andim an mmftant deſcend mts bell, For when th ey 
ſhaliſay peace and ſecurny , then ſtall ſuddaine deſtrutiien 
come vpow them, aith Saint Pawle, 1.Theſ.5, Aud D and 
faith, P/al. 36. Vids impinm ſuperexaltatum , & elenatum 
font Cedrun Libani, or tran ſiut eur. & non eft innentus 
loen einz. I dr (ce the improus mightily exalted aadraiſed 
vn high ac the Cedar tree , and I poſſea by, ard preſently 
he was Lone, [ ſought him , and bu place was not 10 beg 
found, Saivt eAwugnſtine therefore effimeth, thor vt & 

better to ſuffer tormen: s for ſpeaking the truth, then to re 

cemne great rewards for flittery., And Saint Chryſeflome 
ſayth, Feare not them that kull the boay , leaſt for feare of 
them , then ſpeake not the trmth freely . And as Coun- 

{ellours ought ro have freedome of ſpeech > So Frede- 

riews Fuvins doth wiſh a Piince, for tryall of his Coun- 

cell, to aske counſcll ſometimes in things comray ts 
. the good of the Common wealth, and to his owne in- 
tention. 

And Demetrins Phelarins counſelled Ptholowens 
King of Egypt, to reade bookes which treated of Kings 
and Common wealths, for that in them be ſhould finde 
many things which his Counſcll and families durft not 
tell hid . But eArifews faith, that the greateſt and beſt 
guard a Prince can haue, 45 tobe accompanied with a 
great

great nurr ber! of iuft and expert Counſcllours who 
through mcerce loue, ſetting their owne particularcom- 
modity apart , regard onely the profite and welfare of 
the Prince and commen wealch, ſpeaking free'y what 
they thinke . For Counſellours , ſayth Iz/ms Cafar in 
one of his orations to the Senate, ſhou!d not be led by 
malice, frie«dſhip, anger, nor mercy. And if they 
concurre in ene lawfull opinion, though the Prince be 
oppoſite , yet it is fitting he ſhould yeeld tozhemr, For 
ſo did the Enjperour Aſarens Antounns, laying : It muſt 
bee as Youwill : for it ts great reaſon, lbat 1 being but one, 
ſhould follew your epinion , then you bemg many, Wiſe and 
Learned, ſhould yeeld ts nune,

CHAP, 21; 
Not good to commit the charge of the Common wealth 
to one { onnſclioy onely, 


=_ itis very dangerous fora Prince to beled by the 
aCuice and cr uſcll of one onely , orte commit the 
gOuernement of the Common wealth to one Counſel 
lour encly. And fo Commues dath witneſfle , ſaying : 
that A Prince ought to have many Counſcllours, and nor 
commit any.cauſe of importance to one onely, and that 
all his Counſcllours ſhould be equall in fauour : other- 
wiſe, if he be led onely by one, and make no accompt of 
the reſt, not giuing them equall hearing , he may en- 
danger himſelie , as did Hieronimns =_ of Cictly, who 
was onely counſelled by his brother in law eAndrono» 
dorus , who made him odious to all the Kingdome, and 
then killed him, 

Sretico hikewile geuerned all ynderthe Empereur He- 
worivr. And to get entrance to make hinuſelte Emperour, 
took pay frem the Gorbs,of purpoſe to make them rebel 
which thcreupon they did,and by the aide they gor, ſpoy 
led Thracis, Hungaria, Auſtria,Sclanoniaand Dalmatia: 
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Stilico, though hee might, yet would not quite ouer 
throw them , whereof Fonorus being informed, putto 
death boch Stilico and his fonne, Vnder the Emperour 
Commoais firtt Perennis xuled all, and for diſplacing ths 
Nobility , and preferring baſe perſons, was killed by the 
ſouldiers, After him Cleander managed all, and a great 
* famine and plagne beeing in Rowe, thepeople imputed 
the cauſe thereof to him', and thoughtto kill him : Hee 
toappeaſe this (turre ranne ypon the people with the Em- 
perours hotſe-men, and kil'eda great number of them, 
The Emperour fearing himſelfe, ſent for Cleander, pre- 
ſently cut off his head, and ſentitto the people, where- 
with they were appeaſed, yet in the end {ommodu+ ime 
ſelf was killed. The Emperor Sewer permitted P/autia- 
»4 to gouerne all ynder him at his pleaſure , who inthe 
end praiſed to kill him, and histwo ſonnes, But Baſ- 
fan the Emperours ſonne yaderftanding thereof , and - 
that his Father meant to pardon him, killed him in the 
Emperours preſence, The Emperour G «/ba was a good 
Princeand wiſe, yet ſuffered himſelfc tobe onely gouer- 
ned by Titus Iuning, Cornelins Laers , and Tcellns Martie 
«nur , who by their wicked gouernement made the Eme 
perour to be hated of all eftates, and thetefore the peo- 
ple murthered him. This Emperour was the more ha- 
ted becauſe he entertayned Flotus and Tygenlinus, who 
were principall ſeruants to Nero, and inftruments in all 
hiswickednefſe. So Othelikewiſe Emperor after Ga/bs, 
though hee thought by good words and liberality to get 
the hearts of the people, yet did they hate him, for 
that he had ſome abour him, who had beene inftruments 
nd Counſellors tro Nero, The Kings of Fraxce for forty 
yeares, giuing wholly to theirpleaſutes , permitted the 
Maior of the Palace of Paris to gouerne all at his plea 
ſure, which gaue opportunity to Peprr to make himſelfe 
King : Who being wiſe, yercuous, and well beloued, was 
thereby admitted their King, But the Emperour Tyberius 
gluing 
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giuing himſclte to pleaſure , and committing the gouern- 
ment to Sranus , who grew proud thereof, and tooke 
vpo him as he had bene Emperor,aud had ſtatues made 
him, before which they offered facrifice, and happy 
were thry that ha1 bis fauour : The Er perour hearing 
of his pride, and infolency , commited him to priſon z 
then thoſe that did mott honour him, contemned him,and 
ſpoke euill of him,, And the Emperour pur both him, 
and all his children to death © Zeticxs bad that credite 
veith He(ng 16a/as, as be was held Lordouerall the reſt, 
his counſel] a; a Law, and by his direction all Offices 
were {ould : H:e made Conſuls the ſonnes of flaues 
and baſe mn, And King Artolus gaue himſelfe ſoro 
his pleaſure , as one Phylopemen gouerned him as hee 
liked, Infomuch that the Remzanes , when they did ſee 
any ſhip of A/iz come by , asked if th? King was ſtill 
1 the good grace and fauour of Phylopemen. But (barles 
the ſeaventh King of Fraxce, hamng diners Wiſe, and 
faichfuli Counteilours of meane parentage , at the time 
he had cinill Watre with the Duka of Burgundy (whom 
the Duke of Brittany lecretly fauoured) mooued the 
Dukes co peace , who anſwered, if the King would re- 
mooue his Counſcllours from bim , and take others, that 
they would accord. Whereuppon the Kings Councell 
perſwaded him to accept thereof, and they meſt willing- 
ly refuſed the Court, and retyred themſelues to their 
owne houſes, and ſothe Warre was ended. Therefore 
a Prince ſhould take care for the good education of his 
Nobility , and hovour the Noble and worthy families 5 
whereby they may continue m the Vertue and Valour 
of their Anceſtors , and the Prince thereby be the better 
ſerued. 1n Rowe there was a Law made;called Proſopine, 
by which che off-ſpring of S«/ams, of Torguatas , and of 
Fabricins, were more bonoured and priuiledged then any 
ether, becauſe they were ancient Families, and more vali- 
ant then others; They had a. Lay alſo,that thoſe who were 
deſcended 
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deſeended of wicked perſons, as of Tarquinins Saperbus, 
of the Conſull Eſcarrses,of Catelin , of the Cenſor Feba- 
tvs, and of the Traytor Bictnws, ſhould beare no Office 
in the Common-wealth, nor dwell withiathe cizcutc of 
Rome, But Nobiliry marrying baſe'y,dooftentimes de. 
= For when nature ({-yth P/ats) produced man, 

e gave ynto him three propertics of the mertals , as to 
thoſe that were fit to gonerne the people, the property of 
Gald: Tothem of force and -yalour,todefend the Com- 
mon-wealth , the property of, Siluer ; and the property 
of Iron and Braffe to handy-craftes men ; and common 
people, to work ani labour. And he ſayth,that marrying 
the Noble wit!i the Ignoble,is to mixe good mettal with 
baſe mertall, which is the ouer=throw of Nobility , and 
changing of goucrament of the Co mmon- wealth, There= 
fore he counſellerh every o © t> marry with cheir equals, 
Nebles with Noblcs,and ignobles among themſclucs, 


CHAP. 32. 
eA Prince not toplace « Starger iu Authority, 
Princeis alſs to baue ſpeciall regird that hee gines 
Anot a Stranger authoricy io the Common-wealth, 
nercruſt him coomuch., For the ancient Rewanes would 
neuer give any charge or Office i the Com non-wealth 
to a Stranger : Inſomuch that afcer the Battell of Canvas, 
fer want of ſufficient men to be Senators in Rowe, Spu- 
rius Cuaralizs making a motion to haue had ſome of the 
Latis choſcafor Senators , they would not agree there- 
uno, bur all haccd Sparixs for that motion. And Wili- 
am King of Crrily, deſcended of the houſe of Fravce,ma- 
king a French-man his Chancellour, the N-ble-menmuch - 
grieued thereat, conſpired. and in one night killed all che 
French-menin Cic:ly, in Apulia, and in Calabria. Charles 
the 8.King of France expulied the Spaniards out of Naples 
by the helpe of the Neapolitencs , and placed Frenci- 


meninall authority and goucrament there, Wheroupon 
the 


the Ncapolitans griewed , made a general! revolte, and 
did drive outthe French-mcn againe, The Duke of Brz- 
tame having marr:ed an Engliſh w6man wars ſo affected 
to the Engl as his _ _- much y n-ees thereof, and 
hee miſtruſting > m, {cnt for Engl:fh-men ro geuerne 
yndechim, %- defore they polo, his ewne fubics 
ſcized ypon allthe Forts and Townes in Britany, and 
forced the Duke to flje inc Evglend, The Prince of 
Waler placing Engliſh-men in all Offices and authority in 
Aquitaine , raade the Coutury-men grudge wvhcrear; and 
in che endrevolte , by which meaves Aguitane was loft, 
 A'exander King of the Epmwots , giuing entertainement 
to 2 wumber of che Lavemans baniſhed out of theic Coun 
try, and af;er making Warte againft their Coun:cy, 
thrug ht he ſhould be well ſerued by thew , who promi- 
ſedto yeelde their Country into his hands, bur they 
made a ſecret compaRt with their Country-men to the 
contrary, for drawing the Gagne a conuenient place 
for their purpoſe, they ſhewegd themſelues his enemies, 
and he ſwimming a riner, to eſcape, in Lnding was kil- 
phy Lo ce of them. The nm ye Gordiav making an 
Arabs the Lienniade called Philip, a man of baſe 
parentage, he procured the Emperoyrs overihrow, and 
inthe end killed him moſt batb:roufly, Cherles Duke 


of Burgundy was b by an /raliev the Earle of 
Campdbock, and killed before Nancy,

tske that charge from them, or to diſplace them , if 
they be ſufficient , is not connenient, For Perexns has 
uing the _ gouernement ynder the Emperour Com 
aoder, diſplaced all the N-ble Captaines , and put 0+ 
the: baſe perſons in their roomes , whereat the Army bee» 
ing grieved, palled Perenws in pecces, as an enemy = 
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the Common wealth. Amro emtying the glory of Matiness 
tooke his charge from him, and gauc it to his owne ſonne« 
Whereupon Matmes praftiſed with the Conſull and be- 
trayed to him the Towne of Agrigente in Cieuy , wheres 
by all Cicily was broughtin ſubieRion to the R omaners 
Lewes the eleventh King of France, diſplacing the Ne- 
blemen and} his good feruants , and giuing the Offices t@ 
men &f baſe quality ; ciuill Warre did ariſe, bur the King 
preſenely acknowledging his crrour, reftored them a« 
gaine, Yet it behoucth a Prince to be reſpeQiue, and 
not to giue a charge toa ſcuere man. For ſometimess 
good Prince ſhall be bated for his wicked Gouernour , as 
was Scipio, for the cruelty of his Lieutenant Pleninins. 
Aftid Loculivs, though he was wiſe and Valiant, anddid 
many exploits againſt Afytbridates, and Tygranes, two: 
of the greateſt Kings of Af, yer was hee ſo ſevere and: 
Yacourteous, as his ſouldiers loued him net, neyther- 
wou!d obay himin the end, Whereupon the R omeres 
ſer Pompey in his place, who by his courtefie and cle- 
mency wonne the hearts of his ſouldiers , and thereby- 
brought all the Eaſt parrs ynder che obedience of the Re-- 
mane, and ſo reaped the fruices of Eucwllns labours , and 
hadihe honour thereof with Tryumph.. Appins Claws 
dw; vſcd in hike manner great rigour and ſeverity amongft 
kis ſouldiers , infomuch az they would doenothing for 
him, obs put ſome ef the Caprainesto death, bur 
reioyced io be quer-throwne, te diſhonour him, And 
at another time the Rowave ſouldiers; for deſpite they had 
againſt the Ten-men , ſuffercd themſclues ro be yanqui- 
ſhed. And Marews Popiliz: Confull fubduing the Eygu- 
Fiexs (now Genenoss )rebelliog againſt the Ronpanes, ray-- 
fd their Towne walls,tooke their armour from them;and 
fold them, andtheir goods : which the Senate thought ro- 
be a too ſeuere and cruell part of Popilms , and an cuill- 
example for others to ſtand yppon extreamity , ra-- 
ther then toyeeld , or to truſt tothe clemency of the: Ro--

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mares. Theiefore commaunded a'l that were fold tobee 
redeemed, theirgoods to be reſtored, they ſuffered to 
have armcut1 , and Peprine ti: bee called home , and his 
. gauernement giuen toanother, Therefore a Prince for 
his Warres had needeto app« ynt nct onely a wile , buta 
temperateand Valiayt Commander, Fot (Plato {yth) 
that 8 man temper:te not endued with forti: ude,, ralleth 
cably into cowardlineſle , and baſencfle of minde ; and 
that a ſong and Valiant man without remperange, is 
eafily carried away with temerity and_boldnefle. $0 
was -{awming ouer-thrownea. d killed by Haunball at 
Traſamens, fornet Raying to ioyne his forces with. the 
other Conſull, And Mmarine in the abſence of Fabry, 
kaying charge and commaund over the Army , vyppon 
bis cath attempt againſt Heaball, had good ſuccefle, 
Whercupon be would needes have th: Army diviced be. 
ewixtthem , 3nd have <quall charge : ro which Fabry 
condiſcended : Mavniballperceiving his raſbnefſe and in« 
folence, gaue bim þattell ard ouer-threw him ; bur F- 
bixs being at hand, gaue him ſuecours, whereurpon 
Almwutun con'efled his errour.

Afar- 
celus , throuphthe default of his @wne ſoulciers, was 0- 
nerthrowne by Han»bat ; but his wiſedome was (uch, 
asfirft rebuking his ſouldiers therefore , and then en- 

couraging of them , he gaue bactell che neat day to wo.

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niball, and defeated him. But the Conſull X14 invutins was 
of a weaker ſpirit, temperate wichour fortitude, for hee 
being ſent agayntt the Eques, durſt not come neerethem, 
b « Getified himſelfe in his Campe , which they ſeeing, 
| beſieged him in his Tents. Whereupon Lacins Qumtias 
was created DiQator, who relieved him , and ſubdued 
the Equer, but would giueno part of the ſpoyle , ney- - 
ther to Afmatwcs, nor to his ſouldiers, but rebuked them, 
Sethat Wilſedome, Temperance, and Valour,are necef- 
ſary in a Gegerall, 

Difſennon likewiſe in an Army is to be auoyded,, for 
by the difencion berw:xt the Conſuls, Hoarwbet ouer- 
threw them at the bartell of Carngs Therefore Clen- 
dins Nero, and AM. Lacs being encmics , and choſen 
Conſuls, made them(ſclues friends, for the good of the 
Common. wealth, So Ariffide; and Thewifocles, ſent 
Embafladours by Athezs , did reecncite themfelues du» 
ting that imployment, Crete: and Hermes not friends, 
and bciog in ther Citty of Aaguetia befieged by CA» 
thridater, Crete! offered Hermias the charge of 
tayne Generall, and to depart the Ciny himſelfe : or if 
Heormias had rather depart , then toleaue that Office vw 
kin, left by their both being in Towne, jcaloufie 
might grow betwix: them,and breed burt co their Coune 
uy. Hermias {: cing the honelt offcr of his Companion, 
and knowing him to be the more ſufficient , yeelded to 
him the charge, and left the Towne. 

And as diflention is hurtfull , ſo enuy is notficting. 
Forthe F:ench men eyding /ob» King of Cofftile agayutt 
Denis King of Portugal, had vpon their carneft requeſt, 
the poyne of the barrel], which did offend the Spani- 
ards, who were d:{irous thereof, inſo:nuch that the

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Pope Boniface the ninth, andthe French King, ſent great

the Earle of Newers, who againft the will of the King of 
Hungary, and of all the Campe gaue the firſt charge, and 
without order, and was over-throwne , whereupon the 
Army of the Chriſtians fl-d. eAnvo 1396. by reaſon 
whereofthe Turk tooke al Greece,znd the greateſt part of 
Bulgaria, and then beſieged Conſtantinople, 

” Andit is alfo yery requiſite that the Generall ſhould 
keep kis ſouldiers from idleneſſe,for Segn:tres robur fran- 
git , longa otianernot, Sloath weakneththe finewes,and 
Niiniierk a mans force, and is the nurſe of all vice, naa« 
king a man moſt baſe. Therefore vA&/car 3 King of Sey- 
thia fayd,, that hee thought himlſelfe no better then his 
Horſe-keeper,when hee was idle. A viceto which Gen. 
tlemen al wayes have beene too much given, Inſomuch 
that in" Athens ( where they did-notduffer the people ro 
beidle :''a Citizen being iudicially condemnedforidles 
nefſe', one' Herondss requeſted onetoſhew him the pars 
ty that 'was condemned for a Gentle-mans-life, In 
'Carthage , to auoydethis vice, the Noble-men did al- 
wayes exerciſe Armes ; the.common peoplelaboured; 
and the Learned men were tuetteaching and inftruQing 
others. And in the Common-wealth 'ot the 'Lacedemo- 
ian rone were idle, for-all men laboured-;* and they 
tending one Chilon to Corinthe , to treate of a League, 
hee found the Magiſtrates idlely exerciſed, playing at 
Dice : whereuppon hee returned home, and would-noc 
ſpeake of his Commiſſion, ſaying : That hee would not 
Raynethe glory of Sparta with G great an ignominy ;" ay 
toioyne them jn ſociety with ſuch kinde of people,” Aſa- 
rim caulcd his fouldizrs tro make Trenches when there 
was nocauſo, onely to keepe them fromidlenefſſe, Claw- 
41s having an aſſured peace, for the avoy'ing of idle- 
neſle,kepethirty thouſand men, twelue y:ares in working 
the Channell Facinw, that Rome might hauc good water, 
And whenthe Lawes were cell kept in Rome,at he time 
they 
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they had Warrcs with the Celtiberians in Spaire , and . 
with Alexander ; the Senators went three dayes about 
Rome with the Cenſors,” and could not find one idle man 
for a meflenger to carry their letters. Butin Aarem Amu- 
relix time there were plenty , for he confeſſeth that hee 
baniſhed, puniſhed, and pur to death in his time 30000, 
idle Vagabonds, and x0000.idle women, And Fraxce 
being troubled with a great number of idle vagabond 
ſouldiers : Bertrand &e Gueſclm, (to free the Countrey of 
them) drew them all to goe with him into Speme 2gaynſt 
the Sarazins. Bruce King of Scotland exhoned his {i.b- 
jie&s tocxerciſe Armesalwayes, for that idlenefſe would 
corrupt them, and for want of practiſe they would nor 
beable to refiſt their enemies. A Prince therefore being 
the Lanterne to his ſubies , ſhould giue good cxample 
herein. Alfred King of Evglandhad that care to eſchew 
idlenefſe,and to ſpend his time well, as he diuided the day 
into three parts, by a Taper that burned continual!y in his 
Chappel 24. houres : Thefirſt part he ſpent in Prayerand _ 
in ſtudy : The ſecond part hee employed inthe affaires of 

the Common-wealth; and the third part he tooke for his 
recreation and reft, A good preſident for other Princes, 


CHAP.

| Fm not for a Prince ypcn eucry quarrell ro make War, 

but to be ſure that the cauſe bee good and iuſt, which 
then wil bring honor to his Perſon, ſafety to his ſoule,and 
great encouragement to all his ſouldiers, Yet(according 
tothe ſaying of Ottanimu Ceſar) neyther battell, nor War 
is tobe yndertaken, valeſle there may be evidently feene 
mcre hope of gayne, then feare of damage : for ſuch 
as ſought after the ſmalleſt commodities nor with a. little 
danger, he likened ynto thoſe that Angle with a golden 
heoke,forthe lofle whereof, if it hapned to be ſuapped er 
broken off, no draught of Fiſh whatſoeuer was ablets 
I'2 make 
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make amends, Andit is neceſſary thats Prince, or his 
General), ould conſult and take counſell before hee 
fight , forthe aduice of his Capraynes heerein may doe 
reat pood, Therefore the Cartbagintans commaunded 
thoſe C:praynes to be hanged, that got ViRory without 
any conſulcation before, Andthoſe that did firſt con- 
ſult, and chen were ouer-throwne,they did never punith, 
And hauing taken counfel] and refolution, cexecutionis 
to follow without delay, leaft occaſion be loft, For A4- 
rifforle fayth , that a wiſe man ought to counſcll lowly, 
and execu cſ{peedi'y ; audif Viftory be gotten, to fol- 
lew it hotly is the beſt, before the encmy ( being difs 
couraged) be able to make bead agayne. For if Haerni- 
ball had done fo after the battell of Canna, and not lin- 
gred to refreſh his mem, he had taken Rowe. Likewiſe 
Pompey in a skirmifh , put Ceſar to the worſe, whichif 
he had purſued, he had quite oucr-throwne (gar. Yet « 
man muſt take heed he Stow not the Vitory too fierce= 
ly, nor outof order. For ſo PhillpKing of Macedevrs, 
by following the Romaner too fiercely was defeared. So 
likewiſe Gef?0» de Foix, hauing wonne the bartell at Re- 
nevna,purſuing too fiercely a ſquadronef Spaniards that 
fled, by them was ouer-throwne, loft his life , and made” 
all that a prey tothe enemy , which before hee had Con- 
quered in /taly. And an enemy is not tobe comemned, 
though his Forces be interiour, forofcentimes it is not the 
multitude of men that getreth the ViRtory , but the cou- 
ragiousand reſolute mindes of the fouldiers, affiſted by 
God. ForKing Alexander with 3 3000. foote-men,and 
2 5000, horſe-men,oucr-threw the Perfrans: and Darims 
army of 400009. foot-men, and 1 00000. horſe-men, Ro- 
bert le Friſon, with a few , and without experience, de- 
feated Philip King of France: great Army and o1d Soul- 
diers, Thc Earle of Neawre with the Flemings being 
but a few, ouer-thre . the Earle of Artor fent by Phil- 
lip the fayre King of France , with 40000, Freneh- men 


ico F /anders, whereof 300. efcaped nor. At the battel! of 
A hy | Poitiers 
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Poitiers the Prince of Wales with $009, Engliſh , ouet- 
threw 40000. French , tooke King lobv and his Sonnet 
priſencrs, and alſo a number of Princes and Neble-men. 
Henry the fifth at the battellof Jginconre with Jooo o« 
yer $0000, French. Son Earle of Menford beo 
fegedinthe Caſtle of Adirebrawin France by the King of 
Arragon and ethers and having with him but2. Knights, 
- Go. hor'e-men, and 700. fost-men, hauing commended 
themſclues to God, allied and charged the King fo yalt« 
untly, that he ouerthrew his Army,killed him and 17000, 
of his meu, and loft not above cight foot-men of all his, 
Therefore a Prince ſhould net preſume too much of kus 
owne firength , nor be carelefle of his enemy, nor charge 
him but in goodorder, For, fighting without order, the 
Carpentines, Olcader, and U acces in Spaine, having an 
Army of 100000. were ouer-throwne by Hannibal, for 
they truſted in the number of their Souldicrs, and kepr 
no order, Both the Scypioe; being flayne in Speine, L we 
cins Martins being « man of meane calling , yeta 
Souldier and of great courage, gathered the diſperſed 
fouldiers together, and was choſen for their Generall, 
all making yo account of him, ſer yppon hin 
” diderly , and was ouer-throwne, by which the Re- 
mane; encouraged CHartinr inthe night following to ſex 
ypon Aſdrabals Campe vppona ſuddayne , and killed of 
the Carthaginians 3 = and tooke priſoners 1 $30. And 
the Carthaginians (ceing the Remanes wearied with the 
feruice yppon the Sea, were perſwaded that they 
would fight no more by Sea, and therefore grew very 
carelefle, whereby they were ou2r-throwne by the 
Conſull Catulus, And the Romances held it not ſo goed 
to defend, 25s to inuade, For they hauing firſt Warre 
with the Carthag n1ans in Cicily, thought it better to 
fight agaynſtchem in their owne Country, then iv (ict). 
Therefore ſent the Conful with forces into Affrickh, which 
forced the Cartbaginians after 14.yeares war to feeke for 
Peace,and to leauc to the Roman; al Cicrly ang the Tlands

fAuzr, and all cheir priſoners without ranſome, - ln the; 
ſecond War Pamickethe  Romenes bauing loft many bat-: 
tel, ſpenttheir men, and conſumed their Tteaſure, Sci- 
pro being choſen Conſull, deſired norwuhſtanding to go 
with an Army into Afriche ,.boldivg that the beft courſe. 
to end the Warte in Ztaly. But Fab1wr miſlked thereof, 
av did alſo the moft of the1Senate 5 wiſhing him to. go a- 
gayoft Hannbat, and: to drive bim out of /raly, and fo © 
to quiet his owne Country, before hee inuaded an other, 
alleadging alſo that they were not able to maintayne two 
ſo great Armies, asone in Affricke; and another in /raly 
apainft Haunbel, who if heſhauld befiege Rome, S ci : 
piocould not io cafily be called from HAffrickg , as Fabms 
was from ( apwa,to ſuccour Rome. They alleadged al- 
ſo theDearh of his Father and Vocle in Spaize,after their 
many great .

Bur juch harred they had conceived againſt him, a5 al 
would not ſcrue, for within few dayes after , they tocke 
armes, called inthe French, killed his Treafwer , ad 
made him flee.  Whenthe Battel] of Crefſy was fought, 
the people of Fraxce were in extreame pouerty, by reg, 
ſon of the ew'l] gouernment of the publicke Treaſure, of 
the ial{c-hocd of the Treaſurers and Mag ſtrates ( who 
enriched themiclues by che poueny of the people) ard 
the increaſe of Taxes, Subſ1dies and Impoſitions, which 
orew the people intodiſpaire ( opprefed alla with F 
mipeauc Plagues) that when the King would have leyp. 
ed an other &rmy , hee could not get the French tor, 
A Prince therefore ſhould loue and cheriſh his Subedh, 
but not opprefle them. For Tyberins Nero , when fone 
periwaded him totake great Tributes of the Province, 
fayd , that a good ſhepheard ſhould ſheare his fheepe, 
burnor deuoure them, And Lewes the ninth King of 
France , his chiefe care in ſparing was (o caſe the people 
by abating the T.xes gd Subſidies layd yppon themby 
his Predecefſurs, Andthat State (ſ-yrh Thales ) isbh 
ordered which hath ic, neither tov wealthy , not too 
poore Citizens,

Who to bane the charge in Warre, 


Fae and Valour moſt properly ſhould belong tort 
Nobility , and they thereby defend the people, ud 
bee their Leaders in Warre. Therefore for a Prince 
take that charge from them, or to di{place thei, | 
the y be ſufficient , is not conuenient, For Perenwh 
uing the whole gouernement voder the Empcrour C 

modus , diſplaced all the N+ ble Capraines , and putt 
the! baſe perions in their ro0n.es , whereat the Armyt 
mg grieued, pulled Perenws in peeces, as an cnn 
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the Common wealth. Arno enuying the glory of Mntiness 
tooke his charge from him, and gaur it ro h1s owne ſorne« 
whereupon Metines practiſed with the Confull and be- 
raped to him the Towne of Agrigente in Ciculy , whete= 

all Cicily was bronghtin ſubieRiqn to the R omaner. 
Lewes the eleventh King of France, diſplacing the No- 
blemenand his good ſeruants , and giuing the Offices to 
men of baſe quality ; ciuill Warre did ariſe, bur tr.eKing 
preſently acknowledging his errout, reſtored them a» 
gzine, Yet it behoucth a Prince to be reſpefiue, and 
pot rogiue a charge to a ſcuere man, For ſometimes a 
good Prince ſhall be hated for his wicked Gouernour , as 
was Scipio , for the cruelty of his Lieutenant Pleninins, 
And Lucullus, though he was wiſe and Valiant, and did 
many exploits againtt Afythridates, and T'ygranes, two 
of the greateſt Kings of Af, yer was hee {o ſeuere and 
yacourteous, 2s his. ſouldiers loued him not, neyther 
nou!dobay him in the end, Whereupon the R owanes 
fet Pompey in his place, who by his courteſic and cle- 
wonne the hearts of his ſouldiers , and thereby 
brought all the Eaſt parts ynder the obedience of the Ro-« 
wares, and ſo reaped the fruites of Lucwllns labours , and 
kad the honour thereof with Tryumph. Appins Clans 
dw; ved in like manner great rigour and ſeuerity amongſt 
his ſouldiers , inſornuch as they. would doenothing tor 
him, though he put ſome ef the Caprainesto death, bur 
rioyced to be ouer-throwne, to diſhonour him. And 
aanethertime the Romave ſouldiers, for deſpite they had 
apainſt the Ten-men , ſuffered themſelues to be yvanqui= 
ſhed. And Iarevs Popilins Conſull ſubduing the Lyg#- 
rien; (now Genenogs )rebelling againſt the Romranes, ray= 
kd their Towne walls,tooke thejr armour from them,and 
ſold them , andtheir goods : which the Senate thought ro 
beatoo ſeuere and cruell part of Popilins, and an cuill 
example for others to (iand yppon exir: amity , ta- 
tier then to yeeld , orto truſt tothe clemency of the Re» 
Manes. 
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*"manes, Therefore commaunded a'l that were ſold tohe, 
redeemed, their goods tobe reſtored, they ſuffereqt, 
have zrmout, and Pops/ixe to bee called home, and þj, 
gouerrement _ toanother, Therefore a Princefor 
his Warres ba neege to appcynt nct onely a wiſe , by; 
temperate and Valiayt Commander. Foi (Plato Gyn) 
that a man temper3te not endued with forticude, jalleth 
calily irto cowardlineſſe , and baſeneſſe of minde ; arg 
that a ſong and Valiane man without temperance, i; 
eafily carried away with temerity and boldnefle, $9 
Was + [amivizy ouer-throwneard killed by Haernbally 
Traſamene , for net Raying toioyae his forces with the 
other Covfull, And! Hinwins in the abſence of Fab, 
kauing charge and commaund over the Army, yppup 
bis raſh attempt againſt Hemel, had good ſuccefle 
Whereupon he would needes have th: Army divicedbe. 
twixtthem, and have equal! charge : to which Fahy 
cond:{cended : Hanwballperceining bis raſhneffe andin. 
folence, gaue him bactell and ouer-threw him; bu: F4. 
bixe being at hand, gaue him ſuecours, whereurpon 
Afrentus con'effed his errour, And then Hannhaliad, 
that the Cloud which bad wont ts hang ypon tte moun. 
taynes , Rturred with Wind and Tempeft , was rurned 
to Rainy ; tor Fabixy kept the heights and wou:d not fight 
bur with good aduantage; theretore Hannbalteared his 
wiſcdeme, oY 

And when Fabizy had gotten the Towne of T arent by 
Tref.n, Hanwbatfayd , I perceive the Romances have 
alſo iheir Hannbef, Bur at 7 rewe , Hannibal defeated 
the Ronuanes , who came te battell faftirg, which wa 
8 great over-fig ht inthe Corſull, But Hannwbalcom- 
maurY-d al! bis mento care ſorne meate before. AMa- 
Fellus, throughrhe defauit of his owne ſouldiers, was 0- 
verthrowne by Hanzrbet ; but his wiſedom* w3s 'uch, 
as firft rebuking his ſouldiers therefore , and then cf- 


couraging of them , he gaue baitell the next day to Ho 
Fo] 
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wha, and defeated him. Bur the Conſull Afinztins was 
of a weaker ſpirit, temperate without fortitude, for hee 
being ſent agaynit the Eques, durſt not come neerethem, 
but Prfied himſelfein his Campe , which they ſeeing, 
befieged kim in his Tegts. Whereupon Lacins Quia1ins
